Pittsburg, Pa., August 1.—The third all- 
day session of the Amalgamated Associ- 
ation executive board has passed with- 
out action being taken on the New York 
conference peace proposals and another 
session will be held tomorrow. 

Official confirmation of the status of 
the steel workers’ strike as it was outlined 
by the Associated Press last night, was 
given in the current issue of The Amalga- 
mated Journal, which is the organ of the 
association. The executive board of the 
association is in fact waiting for a word 
from J. P. Morgan. 

After the board had heard from Pres- 
ident Shaffer concerning his trip to New 
York last week, it was decided to re- 
guest a change in the propositions of Mr. 
Morgan and a message sent to Mr. Mor- 
gan in New York ‘Tuesday night an- 
‘nounced their decision in the matter. In 
explanation of this message, The Journal 
says: 

“The executive board desires another 
conference with the representatives of the 
constituent companies and will remain 
in the city until an answer is received. 
Upon the result of that answer will Je- 

nd whether the strike will be pro- 
onged indefinitely.’’ 

Ultimatum to Morgan. 

The message sent to Mr. Morgan is. be- 
lieved to be an ultimatum. If the steel 
worders do not get their demand for this 
conference, the strike will go on i&defin- 
itelv. None of the offictals of the organ- 
ization would discuss the point today. At 
noon, after the executive board had been

ficial denial 6f the report that there was 
a lack of harmony in their ranks. - To 
the reporters present they gave out the 
following: 

“We, the members of the executive 
board of the Amaigamated Association, 
desire to deny emphatically the reports 
published of expressions of a disagree- 
ment among us. We are disposing of the 
work before the committee az fast as its 
importance will permit and no member 
has expressed any opinion or given out 
any statement of the business. Nothing 
of the intentions of the members has 
been made public. Neither will any re- 
ports be issued until a definite concluston 
has been reached. We are simply trying to 
reach a settlément which shall be hon- 
orable and satisfactcry to all concerned.” 

Harvey Represented Morgan. 

In the same statement of the result of 
the conference of the executive board The 
Journal has this to say: 

“The most interestirg phase of the 
strike during the past week was the 
trip of President and Secretary Treasurer 
Williams to New York. They were ac- 
companied by Colonel George B. M. Har- 
vey, who had come on from New York 
as a representative of J. P. Morgan, 
and who ypamentes that if President 
Shaffer and ecretary Williama would 
gz0 to New York he could arrange a 
meeting for them with Mr. Morgan. Colo- 
nel Harvey thought this would be the 
best way to reach a better undJerstand- 
ing and have the way for a settlement of 
the strike. 

“President Shaffer, 
wito other national 
act on Colonel Harvey’s proposition. In 
accordance with this decision President 
Shaff@ and Secr®ary Wiliiants met Mr. 
Morgan, President Schwab. of the United 
States Steel Corporation, and Juige Gary, 
head of the onerating departmént last 
Saturday. After some hours of discus- 
sion the officials of the United States 
Steel Corporation asked President Shaf- 
fer to call the executive. board together 
to see if a settlement could not be reached 
along the lines indicated by Mr. Morgan 
and his colleagues. 

“President Shaffer and Secretary WiI- 
liams consented with the result that a 
meeting of the executive board Was held 
at the national headquarters Tuesday 
and the result.of their deliveration was 
sent to New York the same evening.” 

No Word from Magnates, 

The propositions of Mr. Morgan are 
said by one high in authority to be in- 
complete. He says they do not settle the 
dispute. : 

The executive committee gat and wait- 
ed all day for a reply. On Wednesday 
the same proceedings were gone through 
with. Mr. Morgan's silence is regarded 
by-some as significant and ominous. 


Others profess to believe that he is in 
consultation with other officials of the 
United States Steel Corporation and will 
answer shortly. 

Among the many rumors in the strikers’ 
circles today was that the American 
Sheet Steel Company was preparing to 
bring a large number of non-union men 
from the south to take tneir places and 
that the officials of the Demler tin mill 
Were preparing to break the strike at 
that point. Every avenue of approach to 
these mills is being carefully watched by 
the strikers.. 

Pending the result of the conference 
there exists a sort of armed. neutrality 
between the opposing factions. The 
strike leaders have relaxed none of their 
vigilance and the officials of the steel 
combine are going on with their plans to 
start the mills.

USED THE MAILS TO DEFRAUD 


Government “After United Express 
and Freight Company. 


Chicago, August 1.—United States Com- 
missioner Foote today listened to testi- 
mony in the cases of Walter B. McBride. 
president, and Isaac Athey, secretary, of 
the United Express and Freight Compa- 
ny, who are charged with using the mails 
to defraud. 

The complainant is Felipe Ortiz, who 
came to Chicago from his home in M/#é 
tenuala, Mexico, to testify against the 
defendant. Ort’z related in detail his 
business dealings with the prisoners. He 
said he was induced to take the agency 
for Mexico, and that he took $1,250 worth 
of stock, which he alleges to be worth- 
less. He became suspicious when his 
second month’s salary failed to arrive. 

Attorney Tisdel in outlining the case for 
the prosecution stated that the govern- 
ment would prove largely by documentary 
evidence that the United Express and 
Freight Company never transferred any 
parcels or freight, and that the sole ob- 
ject of the organization was to sell stock. 

De Witt C. Suramers, of Dallas, Tex., 
testified that he had paid’ $1,000 into the 
treasury of the cOmpary, in consideration 
of which he was agpointed general man- 
ager of the concern’s business in Texas. 
The hearing will be resumed tomorrow.

His Friends Responsible for Trouble 
in Venvzuela. 

Chicago, August 1.—‘‘The men who-are 
trying to overthrow the Venezuelan gov- 
ernmem by exciting a revolt inf the west- 
ern mountains and by trying to draw Co- 
lombia into the trouble are the friends 
of former President Andrade,’’ says Pe- 
dro Alvizua, Venezuelan consul in Chi- 
cago.

They are trying to induce Colombia to 
take their side against President Castro 
and the government now in control in 
Venezuela, I don’t think they can suc- 
ceed in that.

Baltimore, Md., August 1.—The demo- 
cratic state convention, which met here 
today, declared that the purpose of the 
party, if successful in the coming elec- 
tion, is to eliminate the negro from poli- 
tics in Maryland, if such a thing be pos- 
sible under the constitution of the state. 
Upon this, the paramount issue of the 
campaign, will stand the candidates nom- 
inated today for state officers and those 
in the various county and district con- 
ventions as candidatd@s for places in the 
legislature of 1902, which body will elect 
a United States s@hator to succeed 
George L. Wellingtom That his succes- 
sor, in the event of flemocratic victory, 
will be Arthur P. Garman is settled be- 
yond question, altho§gh no formal an- 
rouncement of his e@ndidacy has as yet 
been made, 

The convention nomfnated unanimously 
for the offices of comptroller and clerk 
of the court of appenls Dr: Joshua .W. 
Herring, of Carroll, and J. Frank Turner, 
of Talbot, to succeed} themselves. This 
action, however, was;a foregone conclu- 
sion and the real business of the conven- 
tion was the formulation and adoptior 
of a platform upon which the democrats 
could go before thé people of the state 
with a reasonable show of winning. 

The Anti-Negro Plank. 

The combined sa of all the demo- 
cratic leaders in the te was called into 
requisition for th Epase, and under 

7 . | »Mr. .Gormen. 
the following declaration upon the chief 
point in issue was evolved: 

Toe democratic party represents more 
than 40,000 majority of the white people 
of Maryland. They, in common with 
their brethren of othe states into which 
large masses of colored voters have been 
injected into the body politic, recognize 
that the peace, good order, personal 
safety and proper development of our 
material interests depend upon the con- 
trol of the commonwealth by its intelli- 
gent white residents. Without the aid of 
the 60,000 colored voters, the repubHcan 
party in Maryland would be a hopeless 
minority. 

“We, therefore, without hesitation, pro- 
claim that the success of the democracy 
will mean that, while we shall deal with 
perfect fairness in securing all the bene- 
fits of good government and full and free 
opportunities for education to all classes, 
such action must be taken as to prevent 
the control of the state government from 
passing into the hands of those who have 
neither the ability nor the interest to 
manage public affairs wisely and well.”’ 

Only State Issues Considered. 

The other planks in the platform re- 
affirm the devotion of the party to the 
principles enunciated by Thomas Jeffer- 
son; assert that democratic control is 
necessary to the welfare of the state: 
commend the administration of John 
Walter Smith as governor; pledge the 
party to amend the oyster and school law 
in such manner as May seem proper; de- 
clare the course of the governor in call- 
ing a special session of the legislature 
and the action of that body in passing 
laws to limit the exercise of the right of 
franchise to those who are able to read 
and write to be patriotic in the extreme; 
denounce the federal authorities for 
fraud and irregularities in the late fed- 
eral census; commend the state authorit- 
ties for the manner in which a recount 
of the people was made, and pledge the 
party to the adoption of such laws as will 
make the primary elections as fair as 
those held under the general election 
law. 


Loyal Democrats on Guard. 

The platform went through without a 
dissenting voice or vote. The only rift 
in the lute of perfect harmony came 
when the announcement of the members 
of the new state central committee was 
made, and it was discovered that every 
opponent of I. Freeman Rasin in munic- 
ipal politics had been dropped from the 
list and their places filled with those 
whose loyalty to the organization is un- 
questioned. 

Both Mr. Gorman and Mr. Rasin were 
present througout the proceedings, but 
neither of them appeared on the platform, 
nor did they occupy seats in the body of 
t.e hall.

Mississippi City, Miss., August 1.—Cap- 
tain John Astredo and Mr. Hooker, a 
traveling salesman of New Orleans, were 
instantly killed by Nghtning here at 2 
o'clock this afternoon at the home- of 
Captain Astredo. 

They were in the summer house situat- 
ed in a clump of trees in the yard, seated 
on opposite sides of a table when struck. 
The kolt seemed to come from a cloud- 
less sky, as the sun was shining brightly. 
but after the crash a small harmless 
looking cloud was seen hovering’ low 
over the house, from which evidently 
came the messenger of death. 

Three trees were shattered by the bolt, 
the fluid passing into the earth from two 
trees, but passed from the other tree 
into the upper story of the summer 
bhcuse, struck an iron bedstead, ran down 
to the ground floor, thence along the floor, 
striking Astredo’s foot. There was no 
mark of violence on the person of Mr 
Hooker.

BRYAN IS BACKING a 


Maclay History of the War Is De- 
nounced by Nebrankan. 


SCHLEY WON THE VICTORY 


And It’s a Pity, Bryan Says, That 
He Should Be Robbed 
of Credit. 


Lincoln, Nebr., August 1—In his com- 
ment on the Schley controversy, W. J. 
Bryan takes the side of Rear Admiral 
Schley, giving him credit for the victory 
at Santiago and declaring it a “pity that 
there should be any controversy that 
seeks to discredit a brave, honorable 
and modest sea fighter, who successfully 
led the American forces in one of the 
greatest, if not the greatest, naval battles 
in the history of the world.”’ 

Mr. Bryan denounces the Maclay his- 
tory of the struegle, and thinks it strange 
that a historian finds it necessary ‘to 
resort to the lowest form of abuse in deal- 
ing with an historical character,.”’ add- 
ing:

Negro Family Exterminated by 
Mississippi Mob for Mur- 
der of the Valiaferras 


INTO SWAYING BODIES 
BULLETS WERE FIRE 


Governor Longino Arrived Just After 
Judge Lynch Had Completed 
His Dread Work—Daugh- 
ter Confessed; Moth- 
er Didn’t Talk. 


Carrollton, Miss., August 1.—(Spectal.)— 
The murder. of Mr. and Mrs. Taiiaferro 
culminated this evening at 5 o'clock in the 
lynching of Betsie McCrny, her son Bel- 
field McCray and daughter, Ida MeCray, 


all colored. 

The mob was composed of about 500 
white citizens of Carroll county, who 
marched to the jail in order, demanded 
the keys from Jailer Duke, proceeded to 
the cells of the unfortunate negroes, 
bound them by the neck and hands and 
carried them to the corporate limits of 
town, where they hung them to a tree by 
the public roadside and riddled their 
bodies with bullets. 

‘The mob resisted the earnest appeals of 
Judge W. F. Stephens and Hon. W. §&. 
Hill, who stood on the steps of the fall 
and appealed to the mob in the name of 
and order. They even followed the 
mob to the cell doors with their arms 
around the necks of the leaders, pleading 
to ‘et the law take Its course, but with no 
effect. 

.Ida McCray confessed to the knowledge 
of the murder, and stated that her moth- 


er, Betsie, and brother Belfield, helped 
commit the crime. She further impll- 
cated others, who will probably meet a 
like fate. Betsie McCray refused to 
make any statement. ; 

Governor A. H. Longino arrived on the 
scene by special train from Jackson just 
a few minutes after the hanging. He ad- 


ence to law and order. 

The best citizens of the county, among 
whom were W. F. Stephens, Hon. W. 8. 
Hill, district attorney; Senator A. H. 
George, L. M. Southworth and others 
labored untiringly with the excited mob 
all during the day to allow the law to 
take its course, but without avail. 

Early this morning the streets of Car- 
roliton were crowded with citizens of 
the county who were in town for the pur- 
pose of hearing the investigation of the 
Taliaferro killing. The sheriff of Leflore 
county had come on the morning train and 
brought with him Bill Davis and Belford 
McCray, who were suspected of having 
brutally murdered Mr. and Mrs. Talia- 
ferro on last Tuesday  night.. They 
were lodged in jail with the 
other suspects who had been 
arrested and confined there. On 
yesterday it was soon seen by the cool 
and thoughtful citizens that they would 
have to make the effort of their lives to 
prevent a wholesale lynching. 

At the suggestion of some of these 
Judge W. F. Stephens, who was in town 
and doing all he could to prevent anything 
rash being done, and a committee con- 
sisting of District Attorney W. S. Hill, 
Dr. Sam L. Hart, Watt Turner, L. M. 
Southworth and A..H. George went to the 
jail to examine the prisoners and report 
to the people in the court house before the 
jury of inquest shouid proceed with their 
work. This they were doing in a ‘quiet 
and successful manner when it was 
learned that about seventy-five men, 
growing impatient at the delay, had or- 
ganized themselves into a mob and were 
ready to come to the jail and take the 
suspects and hang them. The committee 
immediately went to the court house and 
called the people together. Messrs. Hill, 
Southworth and George addressed them 
and told them what they were trying to 
do. They seemed fairly well satisfied 
when they were assured that the negroes 
would not be spirited away, and that the 
final investigation would be had in public 
in the courthouse, and they added to the 
committee four of Carroliton’s best citi- 
zens, who were neighbors of Mr and 
Mrs. Taliaferro and also Messrs. 
Charles West, Charles Redditt, James 
Barrow and John Neill. 

Playing for Delay. 


The committee then proceeded to the 
jail to complete its work. They worked 
until 3 o’clock, when an adjournment 
was had to repert progress and for din- 
ner. The mob continued impatient and 
restless. In the meantime Governor 
Longino had telephoned Judge Stephens 
that he would leave Jackson for Carroll- 
ton on the 2 o'clock train and come 
over from Winona on a_ special. The 
committee being apprised of this did their 
best to kill time so that the governor 
might arrive and use his influence. How- 
ever, they deemed it necessary at about 
4 o'clock to make another report to the 
people. They proceeded to the court 
house, where Mr. Hill reported that the 
committee had concluded after a faith- 
ful and thorough examination that while 
Belford and Betsy McCray knew that 
the Tallaferros were to be killed and had 
absented themselves from home so that 
they might prove an alibi, the ones who 
had actually committed the deed had not 
yet been caught, but that they believed 
that these would finally divulge the whole 
plot. Mr. Hill left it to the crowd as 
to whether the committee should proceed 
with the investigation, or should drop 
it and have the jury of inquest proceed, 
The crowd was unanimous in instructing 
them to proceed with the investigation at 
the jail. 

However, as the crowd was dispersing 
from the court house they met about 
fifty men, who were armed with shotguns 
and rifles, and. who had not been in the 
court house to hear the last report.

RAILROADS IDENTIFY STUFF 


Davis, Sr., Has Once Been Convict- 
ed of Handling Stolen Goods 
and the Same Charge Is 
Now Made Against

great weight and it was opened and was 
found to contain brasses, most of them 
new. In the barrel was a piece of paper 
on which was written the name Lee Da- 
vis, Jt. Most of the brasses have been 
identified as the property of the South- 
ern, Central and Georgia Southern rail- 
roads. Drayman Jones says he got the 
barrel from the senior Davis; that the 
senior Davis paid him drayage and told 
him to say nothing of having handled 
tre barrel. 

Two weeks ago Davis shipped a barrel 
of goods weighine 1,000 pounds. It is 
presumed it contained brasses. 

Some years ago Davis, Sr., was con- 
victed in the Bibb superior court of mak- 
ing extensive shipments of stolen brasses 
to a Baltimore firm. He paid a fine of 
$700. It is asserted that during the past 
four years he has shipped many thou- 
sands of pounds of brasses north. His 
wife tried to dissuade him from making 
the shipment last Tuesday and he de- 
clared that it would be his last shipment. 
Davis is 71 years old. His son declares 
that he knows nothing about the present 
transaction. 


A REGULAR LINE OF ° BOATS. 
Plan on Foot To Benefit Merchants 


of Macon by Navigation. 


Macon, Ga., August 1.—(Special.)—There 
is a plan on foot to place a reguler line 
of boats on the Ocmulgee river to ply 
between Macon and Hawkinsville and 
Abbeville. This will greatly benefit the 
trade of Macon by causing a reduction 
ir. railroad rates. It is said that the boat 
Industrial Girl will soon commence a 
regular freight schedule between Macon 
anl Abbeville. 

It now costs by rail $1.50 to ship & case 
of shoes weighing 100 pounds to Abbeville, 
while the rate to be charged by the In- 
dustrial Girl will be 75 cents, a reduction 
of one-half. The rates on all other goods 
will be reduced in the same proportion, 
the class of goods, of course, being con- 
sidered. 

It is understood that the boat will soon 
commence making regular trips and it is 
safe to predict that if the venture proves 
a paying one, arrangements will be made 
to put other and larger boats on, and a 
regular schedule will be established and 
this will mean a great saving to the 
merchants and people of the city. It also 
means that a new territory will be opened 
for Macon, and a new way for the people 
living in the section of the country 
through which the Ocmulgee river runs 
affording a direct and open route to Ma- 
con, and much trade will be thus thrown 
to the local retail merchants which other- 
wise would never come here. 

It is by reason of the fact that Ameri- 
cus, Cordele, Albany, Abbeville and sev- 
eral other smaller cities have encroached 
on Macon’s territory until ‘it has been 
cut down to such a limited state that the 
receipts of the Macon merchants for ship- 
ping trade has been cut down considera- 
bly. Oa account of the cheaper freight 
rates the smaller towns enjoy, they can 
sell chezeper than Macon, and the peonle 
and merchants find it to their interest to 
trade where they can find the cheapest 
goods and the cheapest freight rates. 

The river is now in a splendid condition 
for running boats. The channel has re- 
cently been cleaned out and deepened be- 
tween Macon and Hawkinsville and the 
largest river boats will find no trouble 
in making; the trips even during the low- 
est stages of the water.

AN AGREEMENT WAS REACHED 


Strikers and Management Came to a 
Conclusion Which Was Quickly 
Set Aside by \the Conduc- 
tors and the Motor- 
men. 


Columbus, Ga., August 1.—(Special.)— 
The striking employees of the Columbus 
Railroad Company today agreed to return 
to their positions, accepting the offer 
made by the company yesterday of 12% 
cents per hour and consenting that the 
company retains the three men who had 
been employed to fill the places of strik- 
ing motormen and conductors.

The company and the em- 
ployees could not agree on this point 
and negotiations were again broken off. 
Tonight a mass meeting was hejd on 
Motts Green, attended by several hun- 
dred people, which was addressed bh a 
number of citizens, including officiggs of 
the Street Railway Employees’ Union, as 
a result of which a committee of promi- 
nent citizens was appointed who will trv 
to adjust the differences between the 
company and its employees. 

Only three cars ran today and they 
were but indifferently patronized.

Collector Sanford, ag soon as he learned 
of the report. came to tbe. city last 
night and made arrangements to secure 
bond. His bond was placed at $8,000 on 
each indictment. A number of gentle- 
men at once informed the sheriff of their 
willingness to sign the papers, among the 
number being a score or more of the most 
prominent and wealthy citizens of Rome.

NO STREET CARS MOVING 


In Knoxville the Entire System Is 
Now Tied Up. 


MEN ARE ALL ON A STRIKE 


Conductors and Motormen Throw Up 
Jobs and Travel Is at a 
Standstill. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 1.—(Special.)— 
A strike is now on over the electric rail- 
way system of the Knoxville Traction 
Company. Every car line is tied up. This 
morning 90 per cent of the conductors 
and motormen together with shop and 
linemen struck because the management 
would not recognize the local union of 
the Amalgamated Association of Street 
Railway Employees of America and be- 
cause the company would not reinstate 
ten men who it is said were discharged 
for having joined the union. The union 
was organized last week. Only six of 
over forty lines were operated and those 
only a portion of the day. Only one car 
Was operated on a single line, and the 
majority of the lines were abandoned en- 
tirely. Tonight not a car is being oper- 
ated, they -having been run into the barn 
at 6 o’clock. The company’s Duildings are 
surrounded by guards and special depu- 
ty sheriffs to protect the property from 
any possible violence. 

It was nearly 7 o’clock before a car was 
operated this morning. Only four were 
run before noon. Those residing in the 
suburbs have experienced considerable 
difficulty in reaching the city. During 
the day the strikers established hack 
lines reaching almost all sections pene- 
trated by the car lines. These are being 
liberally patronized. Six old men returned 
to work this morning and eight new ones 
were secured. One of the new men was 
arrested for carrying a pistol. He drew 
the weapon on B. F. Henry, president of 
the striking Southern railway machinists. 
Henry was trying to persuade the men 
to join the strikers. Two other new men 
did quit work. An officer searched all the 
new men to see if they were armed, one 
of the railway officials in attempting :o 
prevent this was arrested charged wita 
obstructing an Officer. 

Phe- general manager of the company 
was refused a shave in a union barber 
shop. The central labor union tonight in- 
dorsed the street railway strike. The 
city may be in darkness Fridya night 
as an effort is being made to get the 

ower house employees to join the strike. 
The arc light trimmers have already done 


so. 

At all hours during the day and night 
large crowds of strikers and their sym- 
pathizers have been congregated on the 
corners. Every time a car would pass 
such a group cries out: ‘‘Scab!’’ Similar 
expressions would be addressed to the 
conductors and motormen. Traffic was 
blocked on some streets at times by tne 
large crowds which collected. The strike 
was not ordered until after 4 o’clock this 
morning, after an all-night meeting of 
the union. It is said the railway corn- 
pany issendeavoring to secure men from 
Atlanta, Chattanooga and Nashville to 


fill the «places of the strikers. Troubdie 
is fear if the strike is not settled.

Vagrant Feature Calls Forth Long 
and Animated Debate and Is 
Changed Some—Registrars 
Will Have No Easy 
Task Now. 


‘ 

Montgomery, Ala., August 1.—(Special.) 
The constitutional convention made speed 
today. Two sections were recommitted 
and the last one was under discussion at 
adjournment at 7 o'clock tonight. The 
sessions now run seven and a half hours 
each day and the ten-minute rule has 
been restored. The most important 
amendment yet made in the article as it 
came from the committee was in the va- 
grant clause under which qa voter must 
have been employed in some lawful busi- 
ness for twelve months. This was chang- 
ed to read the greater part of the twelve 
months preceding the date of registra- 
tion, so as not to hit persons who have 
been on a strike. The committee con- 
cedes that it may strike a few college 
graduates and other young men who are 
slow about going to work. Governor 
Oates’ proposition that one of the regis- 
trars shall be of the opposite political 
party from the other two developed un- 
expected strength. It had warm advo- 
cates and got 49 votes to 73 against it. 

Section 12 provides that The registrars 
may require the applicant to state where 
he has lived, who have been his employ- 
ers and what names he has gone by for 
five years. An attempt was made to 
amend this by providing a way to purge 
the life electorate from time to time. It 
wags held to be necessary to remove such 
as may be convicted of crime. The idea 
Was new and the section and amendment 
were recommitted. 

The other section to be recommitted 
fixes the poll tax at $1.50 and the age 
limit for paying it at 45 years. The op- 
position to this was formidable. It was 
argued that a certain class of men in 
Alabama became 45 years very early in 
life; also that under the old system the 
tax was a tax pure and simple. Now 
it is to become a prerequisite or qualifi- 
cation for voting. In order to meet the 
prejudice of those who are already 43 and 
whose taxes would be raised by increas- 
ing the time Jimit, it Was proposed to ex- 
cuse these, but hereafter all now under 
45 shall continue to pay up to © years. 
The committee itself divided on the prop- 
osition and will have another meeting to- 
morrow morning. 

This was the ninth day of the suffrage 
debate and it will likely be concluded by 
noon tomorrow. 

The clause relative’ to registration, the 
one which is numbered 12 and which has 
called forth the greatest interest and the 
strongest debate apart from the grand- 
father clause, provides that prior to the 
ist day of August, 1902, the board of regis- 
trars in each countY shall visit each pre- 
cinct at least once, and oftener if neces- 
sary, to make a complete registration of 
all persons entitled to register, and re- 
main there at least one day from 8 o'clock 
in the morning until sunset. They shall 
give at least twenty days’ notice of time 
and place in each precinct where they 
will attend to register applicants for reg- 
istration on bills posted at five or more 
public places in each election precinct and 
by advertisement in a BewWspaper if there 
be one published in the county once a 
week for three successive weeks. Upon 
failure to give such notice or to attend 
any appointment made by them in any 
precinct they shall, after like notice fill 
new appointments therein, but the time 
consumed by the board in completing 
such registration shall not exceed sixty 
working days in any County except that 
in counties in which there is any city of 
80 inhabitants or over. The board may 
remain in session in addition to the ses- 
sion herein described for not more than 
three successive weeks in said cities. No 
person shall be registered except at the 
county site or precinct in which he re-

FULL COMMISSION NAMED 


Adjunct To State Supreme Court Is 
Completed. 


ALL ARE PROMINENT MEN 


Leading Lawyers and Jurists Have | 


Been Added to the Florida 
Tribunal. 


Tallahassee, Fla., August 1—(Special.)-- 
Hen. James F. Glenn, of -Tampa, Fla., 
hes been appointed one of the commis- 
sicn provided for by an act of the last 
legislature to assist the supreme court 
justices In relieving the congested condl- 
tion of the supreme court work. Mr. 
Glenn is a native of Scotland, and, al- 
though still a yeung man, bas: lived in 
Florida a aumber of years. He iirst 
stvdied law in the office of Hon. Francis 
B. Carter, of Merianna, now a supreme 
ecurt justice. Mr. Glenn next*moved to 
Jecksonville, where he was assoclated 
with Messrs. R. H, Liggett and C. UD. 
Rinehart, both lawyers >of ability. Two 
years ago he settled in Tampa ‘to prac- 
tice law with Colonel Hugh Macfarlane, 
one of the leaders of the Florida bar. 
With the excellent training he has had, 
Mr. Glenn comes upon the supreme court 
commission admirably equipp?d to ren- 


der excellent service, and those who have. 


watched his pregress are predicting that 
he will make a very enviable record. 

The other appointees on the supreme 
court commission—Circuit Judges W. A. 
Hocker, of Ocala, and E, C. Maxwell, of 
Pensacola—have already fully proved 
their fitness for judicial work. Each has 
had several years’ experience on the cir- 
cuit court bench—Judge Hocker in the 
Ocala-Gainesville circuit, and Judge Max- 
well in the first or west Florida circuit. 
As to their ability as jurists, sufticient 
comment is made when it Is stated that 
members of the bar and citizens gener- 
ally of their respective circuits are sin- 
cerely regretting the loss of their serv- 
ices. 

Considerable surprise’ has been ex- 
pressed that Judges Hocker and Max- 
well should be willing to leave their cir- 
cuit judgeships, in which the terms are 
long ard the duties congenial, to serve 
on the supreme court commission, which 
is but a temporary expedient imposing 
very arduous duties. It is suggested that 
the explanation, if any be really reeded, 
lies in the fact that there is every prob- 
ability that the number of justices of 
the supreme court proper will be in- 
creased from @§iree to six by the practi- 
cally certain adoption at the general elec- 
tion in November, 1902, of a joint resolu- 
tion passed by the last legislature prov'd- 
ing for such increase, and it is very prob- 
able that the gentlemen who hae served 
on the court commission wil! be appoint- 
ed as the additional justices. At any 
rate, the selection of Messrs. Hocker, 
Mexwell and Glenn to constitute the su- 
preme court commission gives general sat- 
isfaction, as it makes an unexpectedly 
strong adjunct to the court.

Increase in Deposit Dyring the Year 
Was Over Million Dollars. 


SIXTEEN NEW BANES FORMED 


Ten More Banks Pay Dividends Than 
During the Previous Year. 
A Good Showinz. 


Jackson, Miss., August 1.—(Special.)— 
According to the official tabulation pre- 
pared by Auditor Cole, the 120 state banks 
in Mississippi show an increase of de- 
posits for the past year aggregating $1,923,- 
105.31. There has also been an increase 
in time deposits of $107,105.31. 

There has been an increase of sixteen 
banks since July of last year, and the ag- 
gregate deposit of these institutions on 
» the 15th of July was $12,529,180.38, with a 
paid in capital of $4,890,811.23, an increase 
of $611,315.35 over last year. The aver- 
age dividend paid during the year ending 
July 15 was 11.84, again 11.18 !ast year, an 
increase of 0.66. Eighty-seven banks have 
paid dividends this year as against seven- 
ty-eight last year, an increase in dividend- 
paying banks of nine. The 120 banks 
have 43,376 depositors. 

The state banks are carrying loans and 
discounts amount to  $16,221,065.07, as 
against $11,681,962.40 last year, an 
increase of $4,539,(92.67. The business gen- 
erally has been more satisfactory than 
for many years. 


MAY RUN FOR LEGISLATURE 


Ex-Convict in Mississippi Has Polit- 
ical Aspirations. 


Jackson, Miss., Augyst 1.—(Special.)—A 
matter attracting interest in political 
circles in Mississippi at present is the 
rumored candidacy of T. Dabney Marshall 
for the legislative vacancy in Warren 
county. As is generally known, Marshall 
was pardoned from the penitentiary a 
few weeks ago by Governor Longino, thus 
bringing to an end his tife sentence for 
murder, and aiso terminating the most 
spirited fight for a pardon ever waged in 
Mississippi. 

Friends of Marshall in Jackson have 
written him letters urging him notto en- 
ter the race, and they unhesitatingly say 
that it would be a grave mistake for him 
to do so. Prior to his imprisonment he 
was a prominent figure in politica] cir- 
cles, and it is believed that if he goes 
into the race it will be with the idea of 
securing vindication and nothing more.

Raleigh, N. C., August 1.—(Special.)— 
When W. HK Worth, populist, took office 
as state treasurer in January, 1897, he ap- 
pointed W. H. Martin one of the clerks 
in his office. Martin came here in 1865, 
as a major, with the army of General 
Sherman. He was a persistent office 
holder and at the time of his appointment 
by Mr. Worth was chief clerk in the of- 
fice of the collector of internal revenue 
for the Fourth district of this state. 
Duncan, the collector, wanted to get rid 
of Martin, so that he could make another 
appointment to the chief clerk’s place, 
and he fell upon the plan of dumping 
Martin on to Treasurer Worth. This he 
succeeded in doing, much to the sorrow 
of “‘Father Worth,’’ as he is called. Mar- 
tin gave bond in the penal sum of $5,000 
to Mr. Worth in the Baltimore Fidelity 
Surety and Guaranty Company for the 
faithful performance of his clerical du- 
ties, and this bond was renewed at the 
beginning of each fiscal year, which was 
December 1. 

Before the beginning of each fiseal year 
a committee composed of members of the 
existing legislature, and appointed for 
the purpose, make a thorough examina- 
tion of the books, papers, vouchers and 
accounts in the office of. the state aud- 
itor, and all the warrants in the office of 
the state treasurer on which money has 
been paid. This committee at the exam- 
inations which took place in 1887, 1898, 
1899 and 1900 falled to detect the embez- 
ziement of Martin in either one of these 
years. The Fidelity Surety and Guar- 
anty Company required of Treasurer 
Worth each year, before renewing the 
bond of Martin, a certificate that Mar- 
tin had been honest and faithful during 
the preceding year and that his books 
had been balanced, and that he was 
square with the state. 

‘reasurer Worth went out of office in 
January last, and soon thereafter the 
embezz.icment of sSlartin Was discovered, 
Martin was indicted, plead guilty and 
was sentenced to the penitentiary for 
ten years, where he now is. A thorough 
investigation was made and it was found 
that Martin had embezzled $18,000, and 
the present state treasurer—Benjamin R. 
Lacy—demanded of his predecessor, Mr. 
Worth, this amount. Immediately Mr. 
Worth demanded this amount of the Bal- 
timore Widelity, Surety and Guaranty 
Company, which demand the company 
has declined to notice and has refused 
to have any correspondence whatever 
with Mr. Worth on this subject. The at- 
torneys of the company take the position 
that the certificate of Mr. Worth, made 
each year before the renewal of the bond, 
as hereinbefore stated, was in the nature 
or a legal fraud on the company, and 
the effect thereof is to absolve the com- 
pany from liability on all the bonds save 
the one first executed in January, 1897.

memorable journey to the United States 
Gcneral Maximo Gomez has been busy 
denying statements reported to have been 

e by him in New York. He finally 


published. a letter of denial, which fur-- 


‘fished the text for the American daily 
to moralize upon the difference in the 
Cuban at home and abroad, citing the 
‘alleged conauct of the old general ds evi- 
‘dence. Some of the Spanish papers lke- 
‘wise do not seem to have reported the 
@id man clearly, for it was published here 
that as he was questioned upon his 
@hange of base in regard to annexation 
in contrast to the opinions of many oth- 
@rs, he is claimed to have said, ‘‘None of 
‘these smell gunpowder so much as I do,” 
Gndicating that he had vindicated his 
gourage and patriotism on the battle field, 
‘while many of these others were only in- 
msely patriotic in times of peace. 

It. 
Rast t would be hard to believe that 
members of the Associated Press, re- 
porters belonging to some of the most 
Pespectable New York papers, should 

tonly “misrepresent the old soldier. 
There seems not to have been a dissent- 
fng voice in connection with the matter, 
‘and however much it may be assertéd 
that reporters print imaginary interviews, 
it is scarcely probable that concerted 
@ction on their part to place an old man 
|in.a false position could have been pos- 
sible. General Gomez speaks no English, 
‘and “supposedly the reporters were not 
|able.to converse in Spanish; but that cuts 
no figure, for Alejandro Gonzalez, Gen- 
eral Wood's official interpreter and pri- 
vate secretary, accompanied General Go- 
‘mez in the Same capacity, and being per- 
sonally acquainted with Mr. Gonzalez, I 
‘can. vouch for it that he speaks both 
English and Spanish with perfect fluency, 
‘and he could not have misquoted the say- 
ings of the old soldier. 

Tomas. Estrada Palma, likewise, was 
quoted as agreeing with the general in 
his annexation views, he only adding that 
48,the Cubans had so long sighed after 
pabsolute independence, it might be weil 
/to allow them to enjoy the privilege for 
a ‘short time. This remark was widety 
commented upon and Estrada Palma lost 


many followers in consequence, the Cu-' 


bans taking offense at the suggestion 
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that liberty was to be awarded to them, 
but only as a toy to amuse themselves 
with until the United States saw fit to 
reclaim it. 


; Estrada Palma Denies It. 

This morning in The Patria, Heratio 
Rubens, a very intimete friend of Es- 
trada Palma, publishes a letter just re- 
ceived from the latter denying in toto the 
Statement of the reporters in New York 
and members of the Assotiated Press, 
who were received by him and General 
Gomez upon the occasion of the banquet 
atthe Union League Club. The full text 
of the letter is gtven, but I translate only 
a few paragraphs pertinent to the qués- 
tion at issue. He begins by explaining 
his silence in not contradicting earlier 
the reported remarks, viz: 

“From what you tell me and what -I 


. have read in some of the Havana papers, 


I see that they have echoed there the re- 
marks published in New York upon the 
occasion of the dinner at the Union 
League Club, given by Mr. Stokes in hon- 
or of General Gomez... The Sun, which 
is the only paper (Amefica@n), that I read 
here, because it frequently publishes Cu- 
ban news, said nothing upon this subject, 
and I did not: know;what,the other pa- 
pers had-‘satd~until I retirned to New 
York to take leave of General Gomez. I 
do not know if. the latter, upon his arrival 
in Havana, took pains to contradict what 
was claimed to have been said by him 
and by me. 

“However that may be, I can assure 
you that it is absolutely false whatever 


is-attributed to’ either one respecting a 


possible annexation in the future of Cuba 


and the United States. Neither in the } 


club, nor anywhere, else, was the slight- 
est reference made to annexation, which, 
in fact, was not opportune, even if the 
general were not, as he is, opposed to 
such a solution’at any time. To whom 
can. it have occufred that the general 
should come to this country at this time 
only to talk of annexation, contrary to 
the sentiments and aspirations of the 
Cuban people, with whom both he and I 
are completely identified? At first sight, 
without the least effort, one can under- 
stand how unlikely is such an assertion 
and which could not have been made by 
any one except through malice or care- 
lessness. 

‘During the dinner Mr. Stokes offered 
a toast to the health of General Gomez, 
giving expression ‘to the admiration with 
which our illustrious leader had always 
irispired himand the pleasure he felt in 
having him for his guest upon that oc- 
casion. The. general replied, showing 


that he siricerely appreciatéd the defer- 


ence of which he was the object and giv- 
ing warm thanks to Mr. Stokes. Mr. 
Gonzalez translated the words of the 
general. vf 

What Gomez Did Say. 

“Afterwards -i--spoke.*I recalled ~how 
much Mr. Stokes had interested- himselt 
in our cause, aiding us with money and 
infihence,and Iadded that the compliment 
offered General Gomez that night was 
another proof of the sympathy and 
esteem which Mr. Stokes felt for the 
people of Cuba, and as a citizen of the 
United Sfates he contributed in this way 
to draw more closely the ties of friend- 
ship and good feeling between both na- 
tions. 

“At dessert word was sent that some 
reporters desired to see Mr. Stokes. The 
latter directed that they should wait and 
ordered champagne served to them. 
When the dinner was ended Mr. Stokes 
took us-to the place where the’ reporters 
waited. There were two irom the Associ- 
ated Press and another, but I do not 
know to what journal he belonged. They 
were presented to General Gomez. One of 
them asked him what impression he had 


States. The Piece 1 oe ’ 
echtauni eral replied in effect as 

“ ‘Before coming it was not possible 
for me to form an idea of the great sym- 
pathy of the United’ States for Cuba, to 
es rather than to me, are extended 
the demonstrations of affection which I 
receive. I have no words but those of 
gratitude and of affection for this na- 
tion which made its own our cause, and 
which helped us to such an extent with 
the ‘blood of its children to conquer our 
independence. Therefore, for this reason, 
we see in every American not only a 
friend, but a brother, and it is a great 
pleasure to me to take advantage of this 
visit to express those feelings, assured 
that in doing so I express the feelings of 
the Cuban people who very shortly will 
see realized her noble and legitimate as- 
pirations—the constitution of her own 
government as an independent and free 
people. These aspirations every Cuban 
feels at his birth, and dying, transmits 
them to his children.’ 

“I translated the first phrases of the 
general, Gonzalez afterwards translating 
the remainder.”’ 

This was in substance what General 
Gomez said. He did not speak of “‘gravi- 
tation,”’ of destiny, nor of anything which 
could be interpreted as in any way allud- 
ing to annexation. Neither did the gen- 
eral make the slightest reference to the 
presidential candidate. To the question 
addressed to me regarding the future of 
Cuba I replied with sincerity as follows: 
That if the government at Washington 
reduced the duties on sugar coming into 
the United States, so that they would 
have an advantage over the sugars of 
Germany and other countries, likewise 
reduce the import duties upon tobacco, 
the prosperity of the island would shortly 
be not only an accomplished fact, but it 
would progress beyond what any = one 
could predict, logically resulting in gen- 
eral wellbeing and neace in the country. 

The writer goes on .o say that as there 
was not the slightest insinuation in 
either his or General Gomez’s words 
which could be interpreted as having an- 
nexation tendencies, what reason had 
the reporters to publish such anu opinion? 
He answers the question by saying: ‘“‘The 
reply is a delicate point, but I must make 
it, although with regret.” During a 
pause in the conversation Mr. Stokes 
was speaking in a low voice to a reporter 
and I perceived distinctly the word 
‘gravitation,’ used later by the papers, 
and I deduce that ip that private con- 
versation Mr. Stokes expressed his own 
opinions, giving occasion to the reporters, 
either through error or intentionally, to 
attribute the remarks to the general and

same, being papers so forgetful of self- 
respect and decorum as to invent inter- 
views which never occurred. 

“Against thesé. farciful creations of an 
unscrupulous pres$ @re cited the revolu- 
tionary history of thirty years, the patri- 
otic honesty never impugned and fhe 
sacrifices made, certainly not to see Cuba 
annexed to the Uhited ‘States, but to 
make of her an independent and sovy- 
ereign nation.” 

Work of Politica) Opponents. 

‘It is generally “‘beMeved that the Asso- 
clated Press employs only. men of hon- 
esty, reliable and practical. not reporters 
who go about inventing imaginary inter- 
views and publishing in respectable jour- 
nals statements entirely untrue and cal- 
culated to work irreparable injury to an 
old man, a valiant soldier, and to an- 
other man, standing high In the esteem 
of his fellow countrymen. On the other 
hand, it-seems, impossible to reconcile the 
idea of deliberate perjury to either of 
these men. It is well known that Estrada 
Palma and Maximo Gomez are the choice 
of the nationalists for president and vice 
president of the new republic, and that 
the nationaHsts have openly and strongly 
repudiated the idea of annexation in their 
piatform It would, therefore, be incon- 
sistent for the party to nominate for the 
two highest offices meh who had pub- 
licly advocated annéxation. It is rather 
darkly hinted that it is all a put up job 
in the interest of Masso, who now 
looms up a8 a very possible candidate 
of the national party. The visit of the 
old watrior to the states seems to have 
becn the means of bringing great dissen- 
sion into the ranks of his party and ulti- 
mately making the campaign a much hot- 
ter and more bitter one than was expect- 
ed. even of Cubans. It was hoped that 
the comtination of the revolution leader, 
tried in the fires of battle and adversity, 
who had unflinchingly stood to his colors 
for thirty years and the faithful repre- 
sentative of the revolutionary govern- 
ment in the United States, who had ren- 
dered suck valuable service to the cause, 
both porressing the affection ani respect 
of all classes, would bring about a union 
of cpponents and the election for pre- 
sid:reg officers of the néw government re- 
sult peacefully. The events of the nast 
few weeks have demonstrated the imypx}s- 
sibility of such a consummation and bitter 
wiil be the contest. The decision of the 


nationalists is looked forward to with 


— 


interest. To repudiate Goines and Es- 
trada Falma will score a point for their 
adverssries. Strong men are not common 
in Cuban politics, and the nationalists 
in securing these two names strength- 
ened themselves much against the other 
parties, tut with other names upon their 
ticket they meet the foe upon equal 
ground. In common justice the papers 
who published this interview ought to 
rrobe the matter to the bottom and either 
lift the onus of falsehood from themselves 
or clear the reputations of the men now 
in jeopardy. It means more for Cuba 
than might be supposed. 


As to Morro Castle. 

The Cubans, as is natural, are getting 
into a fever heat over the possibility of 
Morro castle being garrisoned perma- 
nently by American troops. It might 
seem farcical to an American to think 
that a nation which had accepted the 
Platt law with its provisions, ceding the 
right to the United States to establish 
cuoaling and naval stations on its coasts, 
should raise a protest over the perma- 
nent cecupation of Morro; but these Cu- 
bans cannot entirely disabuse their minds 
of all sentiment. Morro represented for 
them the might, majesty, power and do- 
minion or Spain. It was their cherished 
dream to see one day floating from the 
flagetaff on the ramparts the colors of 
Cuba Libre. When théy saw the scarlet 
and gold of Spain descend, while they re- 
joiced to see the Stars and Stripes in 
their stead. still in mind they saw the 
lone star of Cuba waving aloft, and to 
quote from an article in The Patria upon 
this subject: 

“Floating always from there was the 
insignia of the owner and absolute sov- 
ereign of our land. The English did not 
think themselves masters of our island 
until they took Morro. Spain considered 
herself our mistress whilst her flag waved 
over there. Nothing excited.both Sran- 
jards and Cubans so much among all the 
trying events as the solemn act of tear- 
ing duwn that insignia from the staff 
whence proudly it had dominated a land 
for four céentuties,”’ 

The Cubans say we cannot understand 
the peculiar feeling they have about Mor- 
ro; the flag anywhere else is not so sig- 
nificant. As The Patria goes on to say, 
“Nevertheless, it is dangerous to laugh 
at or despise the sentiments of a nation. 
and perhaps the first serious obstacle 
which the United States will encounter 
in dominuting this country, while appa- 
rently insi,nificant, will be to continue 
dallying with our island breezes from 
the staif on Morro the flag of the stripes 
and many stars.”’

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BOXERS BECOMING VIOLENT. 


Post Anti-Foreign Placards Near the 
Christian Churches. 


Canton, August 1.—Violent anti-foreign 
placards emanating from the boxers have 
been posted in the vicinity of the Chris- 
tian chapels. The placards protest 
against the imposition of the house tax, 
saying it is only exacted in order to meet 
the indemnity to be paid to the powers, 
and proceeds: 

“If money can be obtained, why not 
make war on the foreigners? China is 
not yet defeated. It is only the govern- 
ment’s eyes which are blinded by disloyal 
ministers. If we refyse to fight, then it 
is a case of: being greedy and fearing 
death. How can the carefully studied 
military arts be used except against for- 
eigrers? How can we otherwise employ 
our regiments? During 1901 much money 
will be collected through the lotteries, 
gambling and general taxes. But they 
were never satisfied. Therefore, should 
the house tax be collected, we will de- 
molish the chapels and drive out the 
Christians. If the emperor is unable ¢o 
pay, we boxers have an excellent plan t) 
give to gain a victory over the foreign- 
ers. _Uniess this policy is adopted a great 
rebellion: is certain.” 


BRITISH WAR OFFICE BEATEN. 


Attempt To Boycott London Paper 
Was a Failure. 

London, August 1.—The contest between 
the war office and The Daily Mail has ter- 
minated in a victory fer the paper. The 
war office had not only cut off The Daily 
Mail’s South African casualty lists and 
other official news, but had also ordered 
the various news agencies not to supply 
The Daily Mail with any official informa- 
tien from the war office. 

Thereupon The Daily Mail sued the 
news agencies under its contracts to com- 
pel them to deliver the news. 

The war office then held back bulletins 
until near the hour for the morning pa- 
pers to go to press. This raised a storm 
of protest from the provincial papers, 
and the war office finally capitulated and 
called off the boycott. 

The experiment at press gagging 
aroused bitter criticism .among ail 
classes of papers at a time when the 
government was not.foo popular and 


could ill-afford to aggttivate popular dis-" 


content.

CUBANS ARE CLAMO 
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FOR UNHAMPERED TRADE

Political Reasons Demand United 
States Should Demolish 
Tariff Barriers 


THIS COUNTRY LOSING 
TRADE OF THE ISLAND 


Figures Show Decrease in Imports of 
American Goods During 1900. 
Freer Trade Will Be More 
Powerful Than an 
Army. 


New York, August 1—L. V. DeAbad, 
commissioner for the Economic Asocia- 
tions of Cuba, in an interview here said: 

“I believe it is necesary to modify ina 
roore liberal way the customs relations 
between the United States and Cuba, for 
political as well as economic reasons. 
Cuba has always been under the influ- 
ence of this country and now, as a con- 
sequence of the war with Spain, she is so 
by right. Today she is, in reality, a 
country under the American protector- 
ate; by tomorrow she may be a part of 
the union. The American people, by 
helping the Cuban revolution, have bound 
themselves to keep order in the island. 
The welfare of the country must be fos- 
tered. It wilf be qa better policy and a 
cheaper one to give Cuba the means of 
selling its sugar than to send there men 
of war and soldiers to put down an- 
archy. 

‘‘Here the people continue to treat Cuba 
as though she were not a country pro- 
tected by this republic. Americans un- 
dertake business in Cuba with the same 
feeling as though they were doing it in a 
foreign country, and this is because the 
products of the island do not receive here 
any special or permanent advantage. If 
Cuban sugar were admitted here free of 
duty or with a light, almost nominal 
duty, some Americans would go there 
and produce sugar, while others would 
boom the great refining industry already 
existing there. Thus the island would 
form a part of the economic system of 
the United States. Once this country had 
got hold of the Cuban sugar and tobac- 
co. its situation in the world’s markets 
would be much more important than it is 
today.”’ 

United States Losing Cuban Trade. 

Washington, August 1—A comparative 
statement of the imports of cotton goods 
into Cuba during the calendar years of 
1899 and 1900 has been prepared for publi- 
cation im the division of insular affairs 
of the war department. 

The statement shows that cotton goods 
to the value. of $6,079,757 were imported 
during lw, as against $6,226,067 during 


1899. 
‘The statement shows that the United 


,% A 
Kingdom sent to Cuba in 190 $2,965.47 
worth of cotton goods, against $2,192,025 
for 1899, an increase in favor of 190 of 
$773,282. In 1899 Cuba took from the Unit. 
ed States $1,337,741 worth, while in 1900 
she took only $420,142 worth, a decrease 
of 991/,09. 

The comparison for other countries pre- 
sent some interesting features. In 1899 
Germany’s cotton trade was $142,515, and 
in 1900, $341,753; s*rance, $408,49Q,in 1899, and 
$651,973 in 1900; Spain, $2,126,753 in 1899, and 
$1,606,745 in 1900. 

The statement says: 

‘The unfavorabie comparison in the 
United States trade for the years men- 
tioned is accounted for in a great meas- 
ure by the conditions prevailing during 
the 1899 period. The Cuban people, 
through long use, have come to prefer 
goods of European make. The close prox- 
imity of this country does not effect the 
situation and it is reasonable to expect 
that until the United States manufactur- 
ers follow the methods of other countries 
in making goods expressly for the Cuban 
market there will be no decided change in 
her trade relations with the United 
ee. 


A STATE HOUSE COMMISSION. 


Building of Mississippi’s Capitol Is 
To Be Fully Rewiewed. 


Jackson, Miss., August 1.—(Special.)— 
The Mississippi stdte house commission 
met today and spent some time examining 
the regular monthly estimate submitted 
by the contractors amounting to about 
$25,000. The report of the superintendent 
of work states that satisfactory progress 
has been made during the past month, 
notwithstanding the extreme heat, and 
the work thus far performed has been 
first-class in every particular. Before 
adjourning the commission will instruct 
the secretary to commence the prepara- 
tion of the report to the legislature. The 
report will be in the nature of a review 
of the official acts of the commission 
from the time plans were submitted in the 
architect's competition down to the pres- 
ent time. 


FOR NEW CONFEDERATE HOME 


Coming Session of Mississippi Legis- 
lature Will Consider Veteran. 


Jackschi, Miss., August 1.—(Special.)—

“SOLDIERS FLEE 


Borolulinist in Colombia Seem 
To Be Winning, 


HARD FIGHTING REPORTED 


Residents of Colon Are Fleeing, Fear- 
ing Rebels Will Take City. 
Three Tawns Raided—Cas- 
tro, of Venezuela, 
Favors Rebels. 


Kingston, Jamaica, August 1.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Texan, Captain Lund, from 
lAverpool July 11 for this port, by way of 
Colon, has arrived here and brings con- 
firmation of the reports of severe fighting 
along the railroad ten miles out of Coon 
on Sunday and Monday last. The rebels 
attacked the government troops with de- 
termination and forced the latter back. 

When the steamer left there was great 
excitement among the residents of Colon, 
who were leaving that’ city in alarm. 
The Colombian government has found it 
impossible to get a crew for the gun boat 
WNamoa, but is placing guns on board of 
her. Her English and American crew de- 
gerted to a man. 

_ Rebels Raid Three Towns. 

Colon, Colombia, via Galveston, Tex., 
August 1—The report that the rebels have 
captured three towns is an exaggeration. 
The facts are as follows: 

The rebels Friday, Saturday and 
Monday raided, at night, Bohio, Ga- 
tun and Basobispo, three small railway 
stations without military protection, to- 
ward Colon, looting the Chinese shops of 
provisions, clothings, etc., and kidnaping 
several persons, withdrawing immediate- 
ly afterwards. One woman was shot. The 
government has since garrisoned the three 
stations mentioned and is pursuing the 
rebels closely. Four trains are crossing 
the roed every day as usual. 

Castro Favors Revolutionists. 

Port of Spain, Island of Trinidad, Au- 
gust 1—The Venezuelan minister of war, 
Senor Pulido, who is the leader of an 
important political party, has resigned 
after a violent scene in the cabinet, cur- 
ing which the minister refused to eccept 
the orders of President Casiro to recog- 
rize the revolutfonists in Colombia as bel- 
ligerents and to deliver a passport to Senor 
Rico, the Colombian minister. Senor Pu- 
ligio denies that the invaders of Venezue- 
lan territory are Colombians, as Pres‘dent 
Castro claims, but insists that they are 
revolutionists. 

The resignation of the war minister has 
caused a profound impression here. The 
gituation is more critical. The govern- 
ment troops have been defeated in their 
first encounters with the rebels near San 
Cristobal. Other uprisings are taking 
place in the interior of the country.

‘minister of war, 
PERUVIAN CABINET UPHELD 


People Are Protesting Against the 
Resolution of Censure. 

Lima, Peru, August 1, via Galveston.— 
Following the introduction in the Peru- 
vian chamber of deputies yesterday of a 
resolution to censure the cabinet, cis- 
patches were received by the government 
today from all parts of the republic: de- 
claring approval of the ministerial pro- 
gramme. 

A very largely attended meeting was 
held in Lima to protest against the pro- 
posed vote of censure, and a committee 
was appointed to wait upon President 
Romana and set forth the feeling of the 
meeting against the attitude taken by the 
opposition in the chamber of deputies, as 
well as to declare confidence in President 
Romana. 

The president thanked the deputation 
for the assurances of popular support, 
but recommended calmness and the high- 
est respect for the legislative body, whose 
sovereignty, he said, it was the first duty 
of the people to recognize. There is con- 
siderable excitement, but no suggestion 
of a revolution. . 


AMERICAN SHOES IN AUSTRIA 


The Shoemakers’ Guild Wants Gov- 


ernment To Bar Them. 

Vienna, August 1.—The Fremdenblatt 
publishes ‘an {interview with Herr Bitza, 
chairman of the shoemakers’ guild, on 
the project for opening American reta!! 
shoe shops in Austria. 

Herr Bitza says the Americang can 
sell 30 per cent cheaper than the local 
makers. 

The excitement among the latter in- 
creases and violence is talked of if the 
projected shops are opened. 

London, August 2,—‘‘The Austrian gov- 
ernment, replying today (Thursday) to 
the shoemakers who had appealed for a 
prohibition of American competition de- 
clined to interfere,”’ says the Vienna cor- 
respondent of The Morning Leader.

BUTCHERED BY THE BOERS 


Kitchener Claims That They Are 
Murdering Native Scouts. 


APPALLING COST OF THE WAR 


From April 1 to August 1, Great 
Britain Has Spent Nearly 
$150,000,000.

London, August 1—A dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated from Pretoria, to- 
day says: 

“French reports that he has received a 
letter from Kritzenger, a Boer command- 
er, announcing his intention to shoot al! 
natives in British employ, whether armed 
or. unarmed. Many cases of cold-blooded 
murder of natives in Cape Colony have 
recently occurred.” 

Another dispatch from Lord Kitchener, 
from Pretoria, dated today, says: 

“On July 28 an officer’s patrol of twenty 
yeomanry and some native scouts fol- 
lowed two cars and a few Boers 15 
roiles from the railway at Doorn river, 
Orange River Colony, where they were 
cut off by 200 Boers, and after defending 
themse!ves in a small building they sur- 
rendered when their ammunition was 
oxhausted. Three yeomen were wounded. 
After the surrender the Boers made the 
native scouts throw up their hands and 
shot them in cold blood. They after- 
wards shot a wounded yeoman. The re- 
mainder were released. The Boers gave 
as a reeson for shooting the yeoman 
that they thought he was a ‘Cape boy.’ 
Evidence on oath has been taken of the 
murders.” 

In the house of commons today Lord 
Stanley, financial secretary of the war 
office, said the cost of the war in south 
Africa from April 1 to July 31 was £35,- 
750,000, partly chargeable against the defi- 
cit of last year. The actual cost in July 
was £1,250,000 weeklv. The statement 
was greeted with ironical Irish cheers. 

The chancellor of the exchequer, Sts 
Michael Hicks-Beach, said if the war con- 
tinued at the same cost for the next 
three months it would necessitate spend- 
ing the whole of the reserve he had pro- 
vided for financing the third quarter; 
but he had reason to hope that this would 
not be necessary. : 

Boers in Portuguese Territory. 

Lorenzo Marquez, July 31.—A_ Boer 
commando with two guns has entered 
the Portuguese territory, encamping at 
Guanetz. Five hundred Portuguese troops 
are already at Guanetz and artillery left 
here this morning for that place. Three 
hundred troops in addition are in readi- 
ness to proceed unless the Boers surren- 
der. 


Voted Money for Roberts. 
London, August 1.—The house of lords 
today unanimously voted the grant of 
£100,000 for Lord Roberts recommended 
by King Edward as a token of the na- 
tion’s appreciation of the field marshal’s 
services in south Africa.

War Department Reproves Schley’s 
Son for Speaking in Defense of 
His Father — Admiral’s 
Agent Inspecting the 
Naval Records. 


Washington, August 1.—The navy éde- 
part has refused to accede to Admiral 
Schley’s suggestion that the language in 
the fifth specification of the precept to 
the court of inquiry be modified, 

The admiral in his letter challenges that 
specification of the precept which states 
as a fact that he had disobeyed orders 
and suggested that it be modified. The 
department, in its reply, declines to make 
the suggested modification on the ground 
that. according to the official records, Ad- 
miral Schley himself acknowledged ‘that 
he had disobeyed orders. The disobedi- 
ence of orders was an established fact 
Whether unwillingly or willingly. 

Schley to Long. 

Admiral Schley’s letter to Secretary 
Long i3 as follows: 

“Great Nack, N. Y., July 27, 1901.—Sir: 
I have the honor to acknowledge receipt 
of the department's communication of 
July 26 instant inclosing copy of an order 
convering, pursuant to the request con- 
tained in (my) communication of the 22d, 
a court of inquiry. 

“Inasmuch as the court is directed to 
‘investigate’ and after such investigation, 
report a ‘full and detailed statement of 
al; the pertinent facts which it may deem 
to be established together with its opin- 
ion and recommendation in the premises.’ 

“I would respectfully suggest to tha 
department that paragraph 5 of the de- 
partment’s precept, whicn is as follows, 
viz: 5 The circumstances attending and 
the reasons for the disobedience by Com- 
modore Schley of the orders of the de- 
partment contained in its dispatch, datesl 
May 26 ,1898, and the propriety of his con- 
duct in the premises,’ be modified so as 
to omit the department’s expression cf 
opinion and thus leave the court free to 
express its own opinion in that matter.

Navy Department to Schley. 
Following is the rep'y of the navy de- 
partment to Admiral Schley: 


‘“‘Washington, August 1, 19%1.—Sir: The 
department has received your letter of 
the 27th ultimo in which you acknowledge 
the receipt of a copy of the order conven- 
ing, at your request, a court of inquiry 
to investigate your conduct during the 
war with Spain, and suggest that para- 
graph 6 of said order, directing the court 
io inquire into the ‘circumstances attend- 
ing and the reasons for the disobedience 
by Commodore Schley of the orders of the 
department,’ etc., ‘be so modified as to 
omit the department’s expression of opin- 
ion, and thus leave the court free to cx- 
press its own opinion in that matter.’ 

“In reply you are advised that the pre- 
cept calls for an inquiry by the court and 
the ascertainment of pertinent facts.

As indicated in 
the letter to Admiral Dewey, this corre- 
spondence will form a part of the record, 
and, in fact, is a supplement to the pre- 
cept and of as much force as the original 
document. 

Who Will Succeed Kimberly? 

The vacancy of the court caused by 
Rear Admiral Kimberly's application to 
be relieved has not yet been filled. It is 
believed that the department is commu- 
nicating by wire and letter with some 
of the retired rear admirals who are re- 
garded as eligible. It has no desire to 
make public any declinations, and it is 
understood that the name of the person 
chosen will not be published until he has 
finally accepted the assignment, 

It is explained in connection with the 
acceptance of Admiral Kimberly's declina- 
tion that this is the first time in thirty- 
tine years that this officer has requested 
the department to re-ieve him of a duty to 
which he has been assigned.

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NO PRIZES LEFT IN WHEEL 


All the Winning Numbers Drawn in 
Land Lottery. 
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WAGON 


Two Thousand Claims Reserved for 
Them—Homestead Speculators 
Already Selling Prizes. 


—,,, 


El] Repo, Okla., August 1—The draw- 
ing of winning numbers in the United 
States land lottery was concluded today, 
13,000 envelopes having been taken from 
the wheels, 6,500 for each land district. 
The crowd about the platform on which 
the drawing took place was much smaller 
than on previous days. Beginning Au- 
gust 6, 15 names in each district will be 
cailed daily for sixty days for the filing 
of homestead entries. The estimate is 
made by a government official that in 
each land district 1,000 of the 6,500 num- 
bers will not be taken in the sixty days 
because of homesteaders who will be <dls- 
qualified, or who will leave the country, 
believing their claims to be worthless. 
This will leave only 5,500 persons who will 
make entry in their, respective districts. 

Two thousand claims will be left for 
the wagon emigrants and others who 
have been in the country for months and 
failed to draw a number. At the end of 
thesixty days these persons can go imme- 
diately to their land office and file, or if 
they settle upon a homestead in advance 
of any other person they can remain 
thereon three months before filing their 
entry. 

Homestead speculators, who registered 
for the sole purpose of selling their prize 
if winners, are already seeking to sell re- 
linquishments of their claims. 


Rights of Married Women. 


Washington, August 1.—Regarding the 
qutstion of forfeiture of Oklahoma land 
selections on account of marriage of wo- 
men successful in the drawing, Secretary 
Hitchcock said today that the interior 
department always held that married 
women were not authorized to make a 
homestead entry, except where they have 
been abandoned and deserted by their 
husbands. 

‘‘A woman not only must bé qualified 
when registering or drawing her num- 
ber.”’ the secretary added. ‘“‘but must he 
similarly qualified later when she applies 
to make entry. Marriage of a single wo- 
man after making entry. however. does 
not defeat her right to title and patent 
if she continues to reside unon the land 
and comply with other conditions of the 
h@nestead law.”

EMIGRANTS IN LUGE | 


UNEASY RESTS 
CROWNED HEAD

Diadem of Com King Phillips 
Is Rudely Jostled, 


TRANSFERS HIS BUSINESS 


Alleged That Trouble Is Due to Faul- 
ty Bookkeeping and That Cus- 
tomers Will Lose Nothing. , 
Experts Are Working 
on Books. 


Chicago, August 1.—Board of trade and 
business circles generally were startled 
today by the announcement that the 
George H. Phillips company, which be- 
came famous through its pool operations 
in the Chicago corn pit during the past 
year, had transferred all its open trades 
to McReynolds & Co. It was at first ru- 
mored that a large defalcation had been 
discovered in an examination of the 
books, but this proved untrue, having its 
only foundation in fact that one of the 
head bookkeepers was _ confined to his 
home by illness. 

Lack of facilities for the proper cleri- 
cal needs of the concern, which had ac- 
quired an enormous commission trade, 
according to a statement made by At- 
torney John 8S. Goodwin, who, as a repre- 
sentative of the law firm of Black & 
Goodwin, has taken charge of the com- 
pany’s affairs, was the sole reason for 
temporarily suspending business. The 
tangled condition of the books became 
apparent some time ago, when the board 
of trade directors ruled that the Phillips 
company should furnish to each member 
of the May corn pool a detailed account 
of the entire transaction. A large force 
was then put to work on the books and in 
their efforts to disentangle the multi- 
tudinous trades it became apparent that 
every trade on the company’s books since 
November, 1900, would have to be check- 
ed over, entailing an enormous amount 
of work. As the firm’s business kept in- 
creasing at a remarkable rate the ma- 
chinery ofthe house was found inadequate 
and at midnight on July 31 it was decided 
to simply transfer all trades and for the 
time being throw the business of the 
house into other hands until a new set of 
books shall have been compiled. 


Statement by Phillips. 


Mr. Phillfps, while regretting the neces- 
sity of this action, said it was absolutely 
the only course open to him. 

“This does not mean we are quitting 
business,’ he said. ‘‘On the contrary we 
shall execute all orders, but will have 
to ask that the usual margins accompany 
all orders until our books are checked 
over.”’ 

Following is a statement by Attorney 
Goodwin for Mr. Phillips: 

“The company was incorporated in Ne- 
vember, 1900, ‘with a capital of $30,000. 
The business grew so rapidly that in the 
spring of this year the capital was in- 
creased to $200,000 and with that increase 
came still additional increase in busi- 
ness, so that the office force was simply 
overwhelmed. We uave been dojng the 
largest commission business of any nouse 
in the world, but it had recently come to 
the attention of the firm that the records 
of the transactions were not being kept 
in proper shape for such deals. About a 
week ago expert accountants were put to 
work on the books. I have gone over the 
legal end of the firm’s affairs and have 
found it absolutely correct. 

“The expert accountants found that it 
would be absolutely necessary to make 
a new set of books, dating from January 
1, 1900, and checking every item of the 
immense business. ‘The errors were, ap- 
parently made without partiality, credits 
being debited and vice versa. But up to 
4p. m. yesterday, after a week’s work 
and after all errors had been corrected 
up to that time. the books showed the 
firm to be absolutely solvent. 


Transfered Trade. 


“On my advice they cut off, however, 
all old business at midmight last night, 
the last day of the month, and trans- 
ferred all their open trades to McRey- 
nolds and every trade of the house is 
protected and every trade made yester- 
day was made at a profit for the cus- 
tomers. 

“We are sending out a circular asking 
the customers to send us a statement of 
their claims against the company, so that 
we may have them audited and use them 
in preparing a new set of books with the 
expectation that, unless something hap- 
pens, which does not seem probable, we 
shall take care of every claim and pro- 
ceed with the business as heretotore. The 
accountants, so far, has found no evi- 
dence whatever of criminal irregularity, 
but simply mistakes due to the immense 
amount of business handled with inade- 
quate facilities for caring therefor.’’ 

The announcement of the above turn of 
affairs caused scarcely a ripple in the 
board of trade markets. Corn eased off 
about 3-4, but soon regained the loss. The 
wheat market was but slichtly affected 
and oats followed the course of the corn 
market. . 

About the only excitement visible was 
the unusual scurry of settling clerks, 
hurrying about checking up open trades.

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New Use for Judge Lynch. 


Some people in the English capital 
have discovered a new use for Judge 
Lynch, the victims aimed at being the 
promoters of big schemes. 

The incident as related is that the 
official receiver of the Standard Explo- 
ration Company made such astounding 
revelations that he drew from the ex- 
cited shareholders: demands for lynch- 
ing.the persons implicated. The re- 
ceiver announced that— 

The estimated assets were farcical. 
The fourteen mines, valued at £767,000, 
had earned nothing. The company start- 
ed with a cash capital of £500,000, but the 
directors took little interest in the com- 
pany’s mines, and devoted themselves 
to stock exchang= speculation. And that’s 
where your money has gone, said the re- 
ceiver; £228,000 was lost in differences in 
Lake Erie speculations, and £255,000 was 
lost in differences in Caledonian Copper. 
The total profits from speculations are 
£38,000, and the losses are £536,000. 

After a few more such statements, 
which, a shareholder sid, would “stagger 
humanity,’’ another shareholder asked the 
receiver to prevent the direttors from 
making away with their property, as it 
was reported they were doing. 

“Are the men still at large?’ shotited 
another shareholder. 

“‘Yesthey are,’ camethe answer, and im- 
mediately those present at the meeting 
rose to their feet, somebody shouting 
“Lynch them!’”’ 

It is said that the moment was an 
exciting one, and that there was little 
doubt if one of-the principals had been 
present he would have had rough han- 
dling. 

The promoting business has long 
been a profitable one in England. \Men 
of noble name lend their influence to 
the floating of any sort of scheme for 
a consideration, in one of which utter 
collapse overcame the ear! of Dufferin.

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Deleteriows Food Articles. 

The growth in the use of prepared 
foods and the new methods of pre- 
serving meats, fruits and other prod- 
ucts until they can reach the con- 
sumer have long been viewed with 
alarm by the physicians of the coun- 
try. Were it not for the personalities 
and politics entering into the ‘“em- 
balmed beef’ controversy, it would 
have furnished a good occasion for a 
discussion of the whole subject. ) 

The existence of poisons in such 
foods is discussed in a recent number 
of Frank Leslie’s Weekly by Dr. H. W. 
Wiley, chemist of the agricultural de- 
partment. He declares that there are 


‘many poisonous principles in our foods 


which are not powerful enough to pro- 
duce immediate sickness and death, yet 
which act on the organs of the body, 
gradually reducing their vitality, 
changing their physiological func- 
tions and finally undermining the 
health of the subject. These insidious 
poisonous principles are very common 
constituents of food products. In de- 
tail, he says: 

There are certain chemical reagents 
which, on account of their cheapness and 
efficiency, have been largely used, instead 
of heat, for germicidal purposes. It is 
much easier to add a reagent of this kind 
than it is to subject the food product to 
a high temperature. Chief among these 
may be mentioned salicylic acid and for- 
maldehyde. 

Digestion itself is only a form of fer- 
mentation, and the aimixture of any body 
with*® a food which prevents fermenta- 
tion outside #f the digestive organs tends 
also to interfere with it in the body. 

No food product containing a preserva- 
tive should ever be offered for sale with- 
out a plain slatement on the label of the 
package showing the character of the 
preservative and the amount employed. 
The butter which is commonly found upvon 
our market is colored with a coal tar 
dye. Canned peas and beans have the 
green color of the vegetables preserved by 
copper. Preserved meats and sausages 
are made to imitate in color the fresh 
prodrcts from which they have been made 
by artificial coloring rgutters. 

National legislation is needed on this 
subject to supplement the laws which are 
now in force # the various states, but a 
national law should be broad and gener- 
al in its application, discriminating 
against no article of food products, con- 
taining no prescriptive or prohibitve 
measure, enforcing only such penalties 
as would secure honesty in commerce in 
foods and preserve the public health. 

One of the ‘strongholds of the pre- 
pared food interest is its possession of 
the mercantile resources of the coun- 
try. Thus canning factories in Geor- 
gia, putting up the finest Elberta fruit, 
find it hard to get consideration from 
merchants whose shelves are laden 


with.the lowest grade of peaches put 


imposed upon. 

That there should be laws against 
food adulteration is admitted, but the 
difficulty is to frame a law into which 
some special interest does not intrude 
‘4mself. The American people are be- 
coming a race of drug store customers, 
always trying to offset with one patent 
preparation the effects of another.

Gol. W. D. Mann and Town Topics. 
O NE of the big men of this country 


is Colonel W. D. Mann. He was 

born in Ohio in 1839. Early in the 
civil war he raised a cavalry regiment 
and was the youngest cavalry colonel in 
the federal service, being only 23 years 
of age.

The Fullmans appreci- 
ated this and Colonel Mann has issued to 
him every year unlimited sleeping car 
privileges for himself and family.

Colonel Mann has an inventive mind. In 
his office the other day I heard him call 
Munn & Co. over the ’phone, inquiring 
of them about some patents of his that 
were issued in 1865 improving the ac- 
couterments of the cavalry service.

At the 
Georgia regiment 
Springs on Wedhesday, 
pal speaker of the day was Gen- 
eral A. J. West. His speech was one 
of fire and determination. He fought 
over again the many battles through 
which the Thirty-eighth had passed, he 
recalled the faces of Lee, of Jackson, of 
Early and of Cobb, men whom the regi- 
ment had followed through storms of 
lead to death itself. Continuing he paid 
a tribute to the women of the south. 

“Woman,” he said, “is nearly always 
right, when she has an equal chance 
with reason. Woman was the guardian 
angel of the south and, therefore, the 
cause of the south is just. She was the 
helper of the confederate soldier and to 
her aid the south owes much of its glory. 
When the war closed the south was a 
land of sorrowing mothers, weeping 
widows and fatherless children. Wo- 
man has been our champion in peace 
and war.”’ 

Mr. I. M. Nash was the next speaker. 
He recounted the history of the Thirty- 
eighth, told of their victories and their 
defeats, of their toil and their pleasures. 
After one burst of applause, caused by 
his own wit, he exclaimed: ‘‘No man ever 
gets old enough not to appreciate flat- 
tery.”

At the beginning of 1862 
they were removed to Lynchburg, V4&., 
and made up a part of Jackson's army. 
They were present at the battles of the 
Wilderness, with Jackson in his valley 
campaign, saw the defeat of the federals 
at Fredericksburg, crossed into the ene- 
mies’ boundaries and saw Sharpburg, 
where they lost their largest number of 
men; at Gettysburg, where the southern 
star began to droop, and at Appomattox, 
where Lee surrendered. 

After Jackson's death Early took com- 
mand of the Thirty-eighth and Washing- 
ton was in danger at their hands. 

In the beginning of the war 800 were 
enlisted; when it closed 250 were all that 
were left. Now only some ninety remain.

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Colonel French Will Turn Him 
Over to Civil Authorities, 


WARRANT TOBE SWORK OUT

fle Will Be Taken Before Justice 
Brent for a Preliminary Trial 
Today—Leverton the Only 
Soldier Implicated in 
the Crime. 


Myvrshal E. P. Ryan, of Oakland City, 
will swear out a warrant this morning 
before Justice of the Peace Taylor Brent 
charging Private R. L. Leverton, of com- 
pany B, Twenty-seventh United States 
infantry, with arson. 

Upon the presentation of the warrant at 
Fort McPherson, where Leverton is now 
confined, the soldier will be turned over 
to the state authorities, and will be giv- 
en a preliminary trial before Justice 
Brent. With the evidence that has been 
secured against Leverton, it is said, there 
will be no trouble in turning him. over 
to the superior court for trial on the 
charge of arson, and pending his trial 
he will be placed :n Chatham county jail. 

Marshal Ryan yesterday stated to a rep- 
rescntative of The Constitution that he 
had succ2eded in securing almost positive 
evidence that Leverton set fire to the 
house of Julia Whitfield, a negro woman, 
whom he first ran away from her home. 
There was no other soldier with Leverton 
at the time. Two more witnesses, Mary 
Drewry and Cornelia Ross, have been 
found who positively identify him as 
the soldier who was seen around the 
place just before the fire was started, and 
Julia Whitfield, who had some trouble 
with him Wednesday night, knew him by 
name. : 

According to the story of the crime, 
Leverton went to the home of the Whit- 
fiell woman about 8 o’clock. It is said 
he was under the influence of liquor. He 
went into her house, and she says she 
went out on the porch to get rid of him. 
Finally she succeeded in getting him out, 
and in closing the door. Leverton, she 
states, then began to try to break in the 
door, and she fled out the back way, 
going to another house. The soldier, 
she says, followed her and tried to break 
int? her friend's house. Not succeeding 
in this, he left and started back toward 
her home. 

Marshal Ryan had been telephoned for 
and he reached the scene just as a cor- 
poral’s guard had found Leverton com- 
ing away from the Whitfield woman’s 
house. He went immediately to the 
house and: found it in flames.- ~The onty 
fire in the house at the time the woman 
left it, was a lighted lamp in a back room, 
and it was still lighted when she and the 
marshal reached the place, showing that 
it could not have caused the fire. 

The two houses burned were a complete 
loss. They were 4-room houzes, and were 
valued at $400 or $500 each. Only one of 
them was occupied. 

There was only one soldier from Fort 
McPherson implicated in the crime in- 
stead of two. as was stated. The idea 
that there were two grew out of the 
fact that one of Leverton’s. friends tried 
to get him away from the place some time 
before the house was burned. 

Colonel French, who is in command of 
the post,- has stated that he would co- 
operate with the civil authorities in every 
way for the preservation cf order and the 
suprression of crime. He told Marshal 
Ryan that he would turn Leverton over 
to te state authorities as soon as the 
proper warrant was presented, which 
will be done this morning. The people of 
Oakland City appreciate the efforts of 
Colonel French and the other officers at 
the fort in assisting the civil authori- 
ties, and speak in highly complimentary 
terms of the interest the officers have 
shown in this dfrection.

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J, We Kilpatrick Seeks To Re- 
cover for “Defamation 
of Character,” 


COMMITTEE OF FOURTH 
WARD MADE DEFENDANT 


Alderman Kilpatrick Alleges That 
Two Cards Published by the 
Committee Sought To Hold 
Him Up to Public 
Ridicule. 


As forecasted in The Constitution of 
yesterday morning, Alderman James W. 
Kilpatrick, of the fourth ward, yesterday” 
afternoon instituted suit for libel against 
the members of the “Fourth Ward Com- 
mittee,”” who appeared as signers of the 
two recently published cards, one of 
which was addressed to Alderman KiI- 
patrick and one to Aldermen Kilpatrick 
and M. M. Welch. The suit was filed in 
the city court by Attorney Milton A, 
Candler. 

Alderman Kilpatrick asserts that the 
tendency of the cards were to injure his 
reputation and to expose him to public 
hatred, contempt and ridicule and he 
places the amount of damage done him 
and the amount he seeks to recover at 
$25,000. 

There are sixteen defendants named in 
the petition, as follows: 

J. Frank Beck, Thomas Williams, IJr., 
P. F. Clarke, H. L. Francis, H. L. Wil- 
son, E. R. Ravenel, John Carey, EB. D. 
Crane, L. B. Nelson, C. L, Pettigrew, H. 
A. Kellam, Cari Stanton, W. D. Hoyt, W. 
H. Harris, A. C. Bruce and Charles T. 
Hopkins. 

Outgrowth of Official Action. 

The suit is the outgrowth of the effort 
of the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
to secure franchise for a line on the 
Boulevard so as-to extend its Forrest 
avenue line and also for a franchise on 
Peters street. The city council granted 
the franchises. but when they reached 
the aldermanic board for action a clause 
was inserted limiting the franchises to 
twenty-one years. With this condition 
imposed the company refused to accept 
the franchise. Aldermen Kilpatrick and 
Welch voted for the twenty-one-year 
limit amendment. 

On July 20 an oven letter to Alderman 
Kilpatrick signed by the fourth ward 
committee was published, in which the 
committee took issue with the alderman’s 
position. On July 23 another card of a 
similar nature, addressed to both Alder- 
men Kilpatrick and Welch, was publish- 
ed. It is to these two cards that Alder- 
man Kilpatrick takes exception and upon 
which he seeks to recover damages for 
an alleged injury to his reputation. The 
entire first card and the portion of the 
second referring to Alderman Kilpatrick 
are attached to the petition and made a 
part of the suit. 

In reference to the first card certain 
language is specially complained of and 
it is charged that it is a false and malici- 


ous defamation of the alderman; that it | 


was willfully expressed, written and pub- 


FOR $25,000 IS

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lished by the defendants with intent to 
injure his reputation as an individual and 
as a public officer and expose him to pub- 
lic hatred, contempt and ridicule. It is 
further charged that the defendants had 
no reason to believe the statements, and, 
in fact, did not believe them to be true. 
Language Complained of. 

The language specially complained of is 
the following: 

“We realize that the twenty-one-year 


| doctrine is to you a great principle.” 


“As a just and honest alderman, you 
are simply out of sigut.”’ 

“Such conduct is a fitting tribute to 
you as a public official, an encomium 
upon your discharge of your trust and a 
monument to your public spirit and in- 


tegrity.”’ 

“Above all, and as a final evidence of 
your consistency and of the fact that 
you were acting under a large principle, 
you voted to amend the Boulevard grant 
to the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
by inserting a provision that the fran- 
chise should be limited to twenty-one 
years, when you had two weeks before 
voted to give that company that fran- 
chise for fifty years. Such efforts upon 
your part to procure street railway com- 
petition should yield you rich results.” 

“It is but rarely that a public trust is 
ver discharged so conscientiously and 80 
capably as you have discharged yours. 
We are proud of you, proud of your in- 
telligence, your integrity, your public 
spirit and the manner in which you deal 
with our needs. We feel that you are an 
honor to us and worthy to represent our 
ward and this great city.” 

The petition then explains the meaning 
of the language as follows: 

“Said first specific language meaning 
and being intended to convey the impres- 
sion that your petiioner was corruptly 
influenced by a money consideration inthe 
discharge of his official duties and not 
from a conviction of what was right or 
for the public interest. 

“The second language specified meant 
and was intended to make the impression 
not only that petitioner was actuated by 
corrupt motives in the discharge of his 
official duties, but that he was personally 
dishonest. 

“The third specification had for its ob- 
ject and meant to falsely and maliciously 
charge your petitioner not only with cor- 
rupt motives in the discharge of duty as 
a public official, but that he was lacking 
in honesty and integrity. 

The Alleged Intention., 

‘In the fourth specification of language 
it was the object and intention of the 
said defendants falsely and maliciously to 
injure and damage petitioner both in his 
public and private reputation and expose 
him to the hatred, contempt and ridicule 
of the public. Meaning that your pe- 
titioner in voting as a public officer of 
said city of Atlanta, was influenced by a 
large money consideration, improperly, 
corruptly and dishonestly obtained, in 
favor of amending certain grants of 
franchise by the council of said city of 
Atlanta to the Rapid Transit company, a 
railroad corporation in said city, and that 
therein your petitioner was personally 
dishonest. 

“That it was the meaning and intent 
of the language used by the said defend- 
ants in the aforesaid fifth specification 
from said published defamation, to ex- 
pose him to the hatred, contempt and 
ridicule of the public which he was pre- 
tending to serve, and that as_an in- 
dividual he was a fool without honest 
purpose and public spirit, and utterly un- 
fit and unworthy of the office he held in 
said city, and that his dishonesty, cor- 
ruption and lack of sense and integrity 
entitled him to the contempt and ridicule 
of the public.’’ 

The introductory paragraph to the sec- 
ond card charges that in the further 
prosecution of their malicious intent to 
injure and damage the petitioner, the 
defendants conspired together and wrote 
and published on July 23 the second card. 
This card is characterized as intending 
to add to the injury of the false and 
defamatory publication of July 20 and to 
further expose’ the petitioner to the con- 
tempt, hatred and ridicule of the public.

EXTRACTS FROM SECOND 


CARD TO KILPATRICK 


The following are extracts from the por- 
tion of tke second card addressed to Al- 
derman Kilpatrick by the fourth ward 
committee and which has also been made 
a basis for the suit filed yesterday: 

“In your card you attempt to justify 
your présent conduct by claiming that the 
letter committed you to the principle of 
twenty-one years. It does no such thing, 
and you knew this when you published 
that card.” 


“You state that you claim ‘honesty of 
purpose.’ What do you rest this claim 
on? Your acts as an official in the alder- 
manic body? Was it honesty of purpose 
to grant the Capitol avenue franchise to 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
for fifty years without seeking to insert 
the twenty-one-year limitation and then 
put it in the Boulevard grant to the Tran- 
sit company? Do you think there is any 
real honesty of purpose in this sort of 
business? Do you rest your honesty of 
purpose in giving a fifty-year grant to the 
Railway and Power company on Augusta 
and Cherokee avenues without putting in 
“it the limitation of twenty-one years, 
when you almost at the same moment of 
time sought to put the limitation of twen- 
ty-one years in the Peters street grant to 
the Transit company? Is this your evi- 


dence of honesty of purpose? Do you rest 


, 


your claim of honesty of purpose on the 
fact that you granted a franchise for two 
blocks on Washington street to the Rail- 
way and Power company without seeking 
to put in it either the 3 1-3-cent clause or 
the twenty-one-year clause, or do you put 
your claim for honesty of purpose upon 
the fact that on the very day you put 
the twenty-one-year limitation into the 
Peters street franchise you granted a 
franchise to the Railway and Power com- 
pany on Euclid avenue without the twen- 
ty-one-year limitation? If these be the 
facts upon which you rest your claim for 
honesty of purpose you had better stand 
from under, for the honesty of your pur- 
pose wil] overwhelm you.’’ 

“You say that you will allow your rec- 
ord, both public and private, to be fully 
ventilated. We care nothing about your 
private record. We are concerned only 
in your public record, and we have no 
thought to draw into this controversy 
matters of a private nature. But we will; 
cheerfully unite with you in an attempt 
to ventilate your public record. We have 
made some effort in this direction within 
the past few days. We shall cordially 
accept your invitation and aid you in its 
ventilation in the future. We will venti- 
late it until its rottenness has become a 
stench to the public.’®

MANY MATTERS ARE IN HAND 


Rules Governing City Health Officer 
Are To Bo Adopted—May Make 
Change at Crematory. 


Matters of considerable interest and im- 
portance will be discussed during the 
regular meeting of the city board of 
health at 5 o’clock this afternoon. 
“The committee to which was referred 
the matter of drafting rules for the gov- 
ernment of the health officer will file ita 
report, and the board will proceed to 
adopt the entire report or such part of it 
as may meet the views of the members 
of the board. 

Dr. G. Y. Pierce and Captain Hope, 
chief of the sanitery department, will 
submit a recommencgYon in regard to 
the delivery of refuse at the crematry, 
which it is expected will be readily agreed 
to by the board. 

These two gentlemen, together with J. 
F. Lester, the owner of: the crematory, 
met with M. L. Collier, master mechanic 
of the Western and Atlantic raiiroad, 


at the furnace for the purpose of inves- 


ae 


tigating the claim that the unloading of 
wagons at the crematory produced un- 
savory odors, 

It was agreed that if the refuse was 
brought to the furnace in tank wagons 
and was unloaded through pipes by com- 
pressed air, there could be no pussitle 
chance of the odors escaping and proving 
a nuisance. Mr. Collier expressed it as 
his opinion that when the refuse was 
loaded into the furnace chambers there 
would be no germs escaping from the 
crematory chimney, as the heat from 
the furnace would put an end to any 
bacilli that might be floating about. 


Can Supply Compressed Air. 


Mr. Collier stated that the round house 
would be in a position to supply all the 
compressed air that the crematory might 
need, and Mr. Lester said he would be 
willing to at once put in the necessary 
pipe from the engine house to the fur- 
nace to transmit this power. Dr. Pierce 
and Chief Hope will recommend that 
these two propositions be accepted, and 
further that tank wagons be purchased 
for the department at once. 

Members of the board of health are 
agreed that the barrel method of jelivery 
at the crematory is at fault, and the sug- 
gested plan, if carried out, will, it is 
stated, effectually do away with any ob- 
jections that may exist. These matters 
will be brought to the attention of the 
bcard early in the session. 

Beginning yesterday morning, the san- 
ita department inaugurated the plan 
of deliveriig to the crematory at night. 
These nightly deliveries will probably 
be kept up during the hot summer 
months. The crematory in consequence is 
not in full blast during the day, but in-

Selections Made After Careful Con- 
sideration—Comptroller General 
Was in Hope of Getting 
Report in Time for 
Another Case. 


Governor Candler yesterday appointed 
ex-Governor W. J. Northen, of Atlanta, 
and Judge Alex 8. Erwin, of Athens, as 
arbitrators in the matter of the tax re- 
turns of the Atlanta Raflway and Pow- 
er Company. They will act in conjune- 
tion with W. T. Gentry, who represents 
the railroad company in that capacity. 

These appointments were made after 
careful deliberation by Governor Candler, 
it being his determination to get two 
prominent Georgians who were not even 
in the remotest way identified with any 
of the interests of either of the street 
railway companies in the city. 

Governor Northen’s qualifications for 
such work are well known. Judge Erwin 
was formerly a railroad commissioner 
and afterwards judge of the superior 
court. He is now practicing law in 
Athens. His experience as a railroad 
commissioner for four years will well 
qualify him for the work to be done. 

As soon as it was known that Governor 
Candler had to appoint these two arbi- 
trators under the law, numerous applica- 
tions for the places were received by 
him. Not only that, but friends of those 
who wanted to be named besieged his 
office in order to put in a word for those 
to whom they wanted the places given. 

The two arbitrators named by the gov- 
ernor will take up the work of assessing 
the property of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company about August 20. Busi- 
ness engagements will prevent them from 
getting at the matter before that time, 
but it is expected they will have their 
report to the governor ready within a few 
days after they take hold of the matter. 

Comptroller General W. A. Wright was 
in hopes that he would get the report of 
these arbitrators in time to use it as a 
basis for passing upon the returns of the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, which 
have not yet been accepted by him. These 
returns were made on June ll, and it is 
necessary for him, under the law, either 
to accept or to reject them within sixty 
days from that time. . The time for tak- 
ing action with 1egard to them will be up 
about August 10. 

Captain Wright has fot yet accepted the 
returns of the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company because he believes they are 
too low, and he will endeavor to get 
furtner information before doing any- 
thing. The total returns of this company 
amount to about $357,000, which was 
supposed to cover all of the property 
owned by the company on March 15 last.

ROW IMMINENT IN STATE 
ORATORICAL ASSOCIATION 


What is likely to be quite a lively fre- 
cas seems to be impending in the Geor- 
gia State Oratorical Association. The 
trouble seems to have arisen over the 
fact that Alfred C. Broom, the man chos- 
en to represent Emory college in the next 
meet of the association, which will take 
Place in Atlanta some time during the 
fall, is a graduate of the law school. 

Sam Johnson, of Atlanta, who is the 
representative of the University of Geor- 
gia, has stated that since such is the 
case he will not take part in the contest 
unless some other speaker is put up by 
Emory. He also states that he is certain 
that the same course will be pursued by 
Dahlonega’s representative, and that it 
is quite probable that Mercer's man will 
take the same course. Mr. Johnson bases 
his complaint on the ground that\ Mr. 
Broom being a graduate of the law 
school is barred from the contest he .the 
rules of the association. He thinks that 
for the other contestants to allow the 
rules to be broken in this manner would 
be prejudicial to the good of the associa- 
tion, and says that he is firm in his re- 
solve to take no part in ¢he contest if Mr. 
Broom speaks, 

As Mr. Broom lives in Newnan, he could 
not be seen yesterday, but his side of the 
controversy was given a representative of 
The Constitution by two Emory students, 
who are residents of Atlanta. It is not 
denied that Mr. Broom is a graduate of 
the law school, but since he was also a 
student in the literary department of the 


college during the last college term, re- 
ceiving the degree of bachelor of arts as 
well as the degree of bachelor of laws at 
the recent commencement, it fs claimed 
that he is not barred by the rules of the 
association. 

The whole controversy has arisen over 
a dispute as to the meaning of the rule 
in question and nobody seems to know 
exactly what the rule is. Mr. Johnson 
says that all law students are debarred, 
while the Emory contingent claim that 
all required by the rule is that the con- 
testant shall, at the time of his selec- 
tion, have been an undergraduate in the 
literary department of his college. 

This produces a wary pretty tangle, and 
the officers will be called upon at once 
to kive their decision as to the bearing 
of the rule in this case, as the contest is 
only a few months off and there should be 
no delay in deciding the status of each 
contestant. Mr. Johnson says that he 
has no personal interest in the matter, 
and that it is merely for the good of the 
association that he takes thy stand that 
Mr. Broom should not speak. College 
men all over the state will watch the de- 
velopments in this case with great in- 
terest as the “‘oratorica]l contest’’ has 
become to be the great event of 
the year with all the colleges which are 
members of the association.

The racer. Musquetoon, which A. B. 
Steele bought for $600 from the Macon 
owner last week, stands a good show to 
be heard from on the Danville, Ky., 
track. Musquetoon ,though publicly own- 
ed by George H. Dolvin, formerly train- 
er of the gelding, in reality was the prop- 
erty of Pringle Willingham, of Macon, 
who, for reasons best known to himself, 
did not care to appear as owner of the 
trotter. 

Although the bay gelding is entered in 
the 2:18 class, it ig hardly probable that 
he will be called upon in any race to show 
any such track performance. It is the 
rare exception, that horses of this mark 
come under the wire even in the closest 
of trotting races under from 2:20 to 2:26. 

Few people realize what Musquetoon did 
when he took three straight heats from 
Charley H., Oscar Ray’s gray eelding. 
Charley H. comes from the best sort of 
stock his full brother, Charley C., being 
an easy winner of the Transylvania 
stakes at Lexington, Ky., several years 
ago. While there can be no question 
that Musquetoon is a faster horse than 
Charley H., the proverbial “‘if’’ might 
have brought about a different story in 
the race here. Musquetoon is totally blind 
in his left eye. Being on the pole in 
the race at Piedmont park, his star- 
board eye was. glued on the image of 
Charley H. until he could not see back of 
him. A horseman who has known Mus- 
qQuetoon for years and is familiar with 
the gelding’s past -performancés is 
authority for the statement that when 
Musquetoon has been on the outer rat! jn 
& race and unable to see the inner horse 
in a race he has frequently gone to pieces 
in frantic efforts to get around and see 
the cause of the commotion on his blind 
Side. A break of gait would have been 
fatal to the bay gelding’s chance of vic- 
tory at almost any stage of the three 
heats with Charley H., and if Musque- 
toon had not been on the pole in each 
of the races, maybe the match might 
have had a different ending. 


Judging from the amount of discussion 
and comment the propdsed boxing contest 
in Savannah between Champion Jim Jef- 
fries and Gus Ruhlin has aroused in this

“All of these fighters were lesser lights 
in the pugilistic firmament, and not a 
suspicion of a row was raised. Now that 
two of the best in the business are sched- 
uled for an exhibition of the real article, 
it looks like its going to be stopped. To 
say the least of it, this isn’t consistent.”’

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Movement Said To Be on Foo 
To. Pave Thoroughfare 


WOULD COST ABOUT $40,000 


(Plan, It Is Understood, Has Not Yet 
Reached Definite Shape So As 
To Be Brought to Atten- 
tion. of the City 
Council. 


It is understood that there is now 4a 
movement on foot looking to the paving 
of Pryor street from Mitchell to Peach- 
tree with asphalt. 

The plan has not as yet taken suf- 
fictent shape to be preseined to council, 
but if the talk which was rife at the 
city hall yesterday really amounts io 
anything, it is more than probable that 
property owners on that street will bring 
the matter to the attention of the proper 
authorities in due time. 

If this paving is laid it will connect the 
vitrified brick paving on South Pryor 
street with the asphalt paving on Péach- 
tree, which begins at the Aragon hotel. 
The distance from Mitchell street to Ellis 
is about equal to that from the south 
eng of the viaduct on Whitehall to Wind- 
sor street. The cost of paving Pryor 
street between the points named would 
probably be about $40,000. 

That portion of Whitehall street which 
includes all of the business section and @ 
large part of the residences is to be 
paved with asphalt this year, council al- 
ready having appropriated the money. for 
that purpose. When this has been done, 
it seems that Peachtree street, from the 
n¢erth end of the viaduct to Ellis stre¢, 
fis to be paved with asphalt. This would 
then give a continuous asphalt paving 
from the iron bridge on Whitehall street 
below Humphries right through the heart 
of the city to north Atlanta. 

Ever since it was proposed to pave the 
Lusiness section of the town there has 
been talk of a movement among the prop- 
erty owners to pave South Prvor street. 
Months ago, in fact about the beginning 
of the year, the board of county com- 
missioners approached the city council 
with the proposition to pave the streets 
about the court house and city hall with 
asphalt. The county expressed a willing- 
ness to cooperate with the city in such 
a movenient, but so far as is known noth- 
ing has yet developed as a result of that 
Suggestion. 

Less Noise Wanted. 

It wes the idea of the county authori- 
ties..to put a.suitable pavement on. Squth 
Pryor street between Mitchell and Aw#&, 
bama and on Hunter street. The stone 
biocks which now pave these streets in 
the vicinity of the court house and city 
hall, combined with the heavy traffic in 
that. section of the city, makes it well 
nigh impossible for the clerks in the 
county and city buildings to attend to 
their work.with any degree of comfort. 

A heavy truck or van driven along 
Hunter Or South Pryor street has an oc- 
cusions produced so much noise as to 
almost pur a period to trials in the supe- 
rior and city courts, the voices of wit- 
nesses and lawyers being drowned out 
by the turmoil from the streets. It was 
to remedy this condition that the county 


board took the matter up, and for a time 
it seemed as if something would come 
of it. 

Now that there appears to be in the 
minds of citizens and councilmen alike 
the desire for better pavements, property 
wwners ir various sections of the city 
secem anxious that asphalt shall take the 
place of the stone blocks. With the im- 
mense improvements going on along 
Whitehall: street, it seems but neswral 
that owners of property on North rryor 
and South Pryor street should desire a 
better paving for that thoroughfare,

MADE TO HOME TRUSTEES 


The board of trustees of the Confeder 
ate Soldiers’ Home beld an adjourned 
meeting at the home yesterday’ to 
transact such business as they could not 
ettend to at the Jast meeting on account 
cf the lack of a quorum, 

There were six members, just a quo- 
rum, present. They were President W. 
L. Calhoun, Judge C. M. Wylie, of Ma- 
con; Judge H. W. Bell, of Jefferson; 
Judge W, F. Jenkins, of Putnam county; 
Coionel A. F. Daly, of Wrightsville and 
Colonel Jchn H. Martin, of Hawkinsville. 

The pdoard accepted the resignatfon of 
the surgeon, Dr. H. Rossignol, to take 
effect September 1. President Calhoun 
was instructed to fill the vacancy. 

The reports of the officers which were 
read end accepted showed the home to 
be in first-class condition financially and 
in other respects. The report of Presi- 
dent Calhoun stated that the home now 
has sixty-three inmates. At one tims 
there were as many es seventy, but one, 
Mendel Levy, died, and half a dozen oth- 
ers have left to live with their families. 
The home, Judge Calhoun stated, is re- 
ceiving hearty support and generous do- 
nations from the people. He expressed 
werm thanks to the pesple and to the 
newspapers, who have done much to ad- 
vance the interests of the home. 

A motion to the effect that the ex- 
penses of the trustees be paid by the 
treasurer was referred to the finance 
committer. 

The board tendered thanks to Atlanta 
camp, U. C. V., for electing the inma‘.s 
cf the home members of the camp, and 
for giving permission to bury the dead 
of the home tin their lot at Westview. 

The board decided to purchase uniforms 
for the inmates of the home. The pres- 
ident was irsetructed to employ a night 
nurse for the sick at the home. The At- 
lanta National bank was designated as 
ihe depository for the treasurer. 


President Calhoun’s Report. 


The following report by President W. 
IL. Calhoun shows the excellent status 
of the home at present: 

Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees: I have 
the pleasure of officially announcing that, In 
accordance with your resolution of the last 
meeting, the Confederate Soldiers’ Home of 
Georgia was formally opened on June 3 last 
and has now been in operation for about two 
months. There are now 63 inmates who ap- 
pear perfectly. contented and happy, and not 
i a single complaint has reached me from any 
one of them. Their conduct generally has been 
irreproachable and they have been very obe- 
Gient to the rules and regulations prescribed 
for them. The most of them are far advanced 
in years, very feeble and unable to do work 
of any character, even if it were required of 
them. Some of them are in very bad physi- 
cal condition, and one of them is almost, if 
not entirely, in a state of mental derangement. 
Some of them under supervision of the matron 
have manifested much interest tn beautifying 
the premises and have labored thereon, and in 
other necessary work about the home under 
the direction of the superintendent, very faith- 
fully, for which they are entitled to our 
thanks. There has been one death among 
the inmates, Mr. Mendel Levy, who died on the 
morning of the 26th ultimo. He received 
every possible attention from our surgeon and 
the other officials and inmates of the institu- 
tion, and was decently buried in Oakland 
cemetery, in conformity with the ritual] of his 
church. I would respectfully recommend that 
the matter of the place of burial of deceased 
inmates be definitely arranged at the present 
meeting of the board, as it is quite probable 
that deaths among them will not’ be unfre- 
quent. There are quite a number still desiring 


to enter the home who are seeking proof of 
their service in the army, and I think before 
the year is ended we qhaill have all we can 


accommodate. So far as I have observed, or 
heard, the officials and employees of the in- 
stitution have been very faithful in the dis- 
charge of their duties, and notwithstanding 
the large number of citizens who have visited 
the home, I have heard no word of criticism, 
but, on the contrary, many approvals and 
kind wishes for its success and permanancy. 
As will be seen from the report of our treas- 
urer, our cash account Is as follows:

The bills for supplies and pay roll for the 
present month fall due today, and, therefore, 
bave not been paid. After this date we can 
calculate more accurately the cost per capita 
of maintaining the home, as the expenses of 
the bui:ding and repairs are about finally com- 
pleted. These bille for running expenses will 
amount to about $600 per month. We have, 
also, ordered seven more suites of furniture 
at a cest of $4238.50. After j;aying these 
amounts we wil] nave left about $8,738.11 to 
maintain the home to December 3] next. 

Upon the opening of the home it was ex- 
aga that a larger number of inmates would 

present than there wéfe, and, therefore, a 
larger number of employees were engaged 
than were then necessary: but it would seem, 
with the increased mumber, and the many 
new applications, as well as the bad physical 
condition of the most of them, that a reduc- 
tion is impossible, though this item of expense 
seems somewhat large. There is yet due the 
Atlanta National bank $2,242.52, and te 
city lot set apart for the part payment thereof 
has not been sold. 

As will be seen from the reports, the dona- 
tion by the people in money and in property 
toward the home have been munificent, exhibit- 
ing their great interest in the welfare of our 
old and infirm soldiers. They have received 
and will always have our thanks and gratitude 
for their generous deeds of sympathy and kind- 
ness. Our thanks are due the newspapers of 
the state for their support and encouragement, 
from first to last, of the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home of Georgia. For further details I refer 
to the reports of the secretary, treasurer, su- 
perintendent, and surgeon of the institution.

Aldermanic Board Agrees to the 
Compromise 


VIADUCT WAS ThE CAUSE 


Rumor That the Mayor Intended Ve- 
toing the Resolution Providing 
for Payment of the Money 
Denied by Mayor 
Mims. 


During a special meeting, called for the 
purpose yesterday afternoon, the alder- 
manic board concurred in the actlon of 
council in passing up $4,300 for the P. Hi 
Snook & Austin Furniture Company as 
a compromise for damages sustained on 
account of the erection of the Whitehall 
street viaduct. 

This action was not taken until the 
matter had been thoroughly discussed. 
The resolution providing for the payn.ent 
of the money stated that the amount was 
to be taken from the department ol 
streets. Alderman Day declared that 
there was no money in the chert fund, 
and that the sum could not be taken 
from the fund passed up for the White- 
hall street paving, as that appropriation 
had been made for a specific purpose. 

Mr. Day was informed that Chairman 
Rawson, of the city finance committee, 
had stated the money could be taken from 
the streets fund and made up when the 
new apportionment sheet was prepared. 
During the discussion Alderman Day war 
called to the telephone by Councilman 
Rawson, and when he returned he stated 
that, after Mr. Rawson’s statement to 
him, he would vote for the resolution. 

Attorney Luther Z. Rosser, representing 
the furniture company, said that his 
client had not asked for the money as 
damages specifically, but for the purpose 
of so adjusting thelr store as that it 
would be accessible from the viaduct. 
The company ts the lessee of the prop- 
erty know. as the old National hotel, 
and sublets a number of the stores in 
the buliding. The present lease will not 
expire for about three years and four 
months, and the furniture company esti- 
mated that it would lose considerable 
money on aczount of tenants leaving. 

Company Wanted $15,000. 

The claim of the furniture company 
was for $15,000, but its representatives 
agreed to accept $4,530 as a compromise. 
It was estimated that it would cost fully 
$9,000 to readjust the building, and the 
legal department of the city was willing, 
after a thorough investigation, to compro- 
mise on half that sum. Assistant City 
Attorney W. P. Hill stated to the com- 
mittee that he believed the settlement 
was a good one for the city. 

Councilman Malvern Hill, chairman of 
the claims committee, agreed with him. 
When Alderman Day demurred to the 
idea of taking the money from the White- 
hall street paving fund, Mr. Hill sald he 
was surprised at the stand taken by the 
alderman, as e had, on a former occa- 
sion, voted to spend almost a similar 
amount on a trunk sewer through Grant 
perk, the mon?y to be taken from the 
department of sewers. Mr. Day replied 
that the money in that case had been 
spent for a sewer, while in the compro- 
mise case the money did not go to pay 
fur work on streets, but to pay for im- 
provements to a building. 

Alderman Kilpatrick proposed an 
amendment to the original resolution to 
the effect that it should be changed so 
as to show that the money was to be 
taken from the Whitehall street paving 
fund, There were only four aldermen 
present, and there came near being a tie 
vote, but Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson finally 
voted against the amendment. Before 
this amendment was acted upon Alder- 
man Day had moved, as a substitute, 
that the whole matter be postponed until 
the regvlar meeting of the aldermanic 
board, which takes place next Thursday 
afternoon. The motion was voted down. 

The aldermen concurred in the action 
of council by a viva voce vote. Aldermen 
Welch and LaHatte were absent from 
the meeting. 

No Veto by Mayor. 

It was rumored at the city hall yes- 
terday afternoon that Mayor Mims dij 
not approve of the payment of $4.50) to 
the furniture company and would veto 
the resolution when it was presented to 
him for his approval or disapproval. 

To a reporter for The Constitution the 
mayor stated last evening that there was 
absolutely no foundation for such a re- 
rert. “Il never dreamed of opposing it,” 
svid he; “in fact, I have favored it from 
first to last. I cannot imagine how such 
a ridiculous report got out.’

Corn Closed Sharply Higher—Other 
Markets Followed —Stocks 
Closed Dull and Heavy. 


New York, August !.—The cotton market 
opened quiet with prices | to 3 points high- 
er and for a time bid fair to follow an ex- 
tremely narrow course with speculation con- 
fined to smaller limits than at any time of 
late. But toward midday business broadened 
out guite rapidly and prices worked up sharp- 
ly. While there was some reaction later, the 
general undertone of the market was steady. 
There were good rains reported in Arkansas, 
but over the rest of the drought region cf 
the west the weather was very unfavorable to 
the crop. The forecast gave little hope of an 
early break in the dry spell, while crop ad- 
vices were gloomy in the extreme. Shedding, 
stunted growth, blooming at the top and with- 
ering of the leaves were frequently com- 
plained of. The monthly crop condition state- 
ment of The Journal of Commerce made a 
bullish impression, showing a decline of 1.7 
in the average condition to 7.53. Receipt at 
the ports were again slim. In the last half 
hour the market hardened on rumors that a 
large demand had developed for spot cotton, 
Shorts were the leading buyers on the advance. 
The close was steady with prices net 6 to 8 
points higher. 


Review of New 


Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, August |!.—The market for 
gpot cotton was very quiet today. Holders 
ere asking full board figures for their offer- 
ings of the lower grade, but they are not 
getting them. Buyers generally consider 
prices %c below the quoted range a fair level 
for offerings of that character and refuse to 
take the goods except upon the basis of a 
definite decline. This position is resisted by 
sellers, and as the two elements are antago- 
mistically inclined, the movement is resultantly 
meager.

“Uncertainty as to the outcome of the ef- 
fort to end the steel strike is the overshadow- 
ing factor in the market. So far as the be- 
havior of the iron market in the past two 
weeks ts concerned, the foremost fact about it 
is its general sustained strength under the 
influences calculated to cause a good deal of 
unsettling. Customers have not stood off and 
waited, because they had work on hand or 
in prospect, for which they were bound to 
cover. July has been far from the dull month 
that might have been predicted, with the la- 
bor troubles multiplying, and with the crop 
outlook threatening the continuance of the 
marvelous prosperity of the west. The total 
of buying, both in pig iron and finished ma- 
terials, has been quite beyond the expectation 
of those in the trade accustomed to watch 
narrowly the changing phases’ of the market. 
Agricultural machinery manufacturers have not 
been deterred by the reports of blasted corn 
fields from buying liberally for the coming 
year, indications being that even with the 
strike settled at once the interruption had 
been sufficient to strengthen the situation in 
bars. The call for structural steel has been 
increasing steadily. and mills are from two to 
four months behind orders. Already manufac- 
turers feel assured that business booked and 
projects that have passed the paper stage 
mean full operations for a year ahead. Stocks 
of sheets on jobbers’ hands are rapidly being 
exhausted, and at Pittsburg 4c has been paid 
for No. 28. The American Sheet Stee] Com- 
pany is merely booking orders to be filled in 
their turn after the strike. Tin plates have 
been sold at $5.25 to $5.50 a box for ordinary 
coke plates, or more than $! above the trust’s 
market price.

dent of the association, indicate the im- 
terest there is among Atlanta women $n 
the subject of physical culture. Biv 

In discussing the subject recently Miss 
Harwood said: “You may state that 
whether or not the board of directors of 
the Young Woman’s Christian Associa- 
tion decide to lease the Athletic Club as 
a. department of the association work 
there will be a well equipped gymnasium 
for women, under the best dfrectorship, 
and every arrangement is being made to 
‘ that end. 

“Realizing the great demand there is 
for physical culture among the women of 
Atlanta wewill make that--one-of the 
foremost interests of our work and you 
may say further that no city in the south 
through any mediim will offer better op- 
portunities for scientific physical culture 
than those proposed by the Young Wo- 
man’s Christian Association of Atlanta.” 

Mrs. Ida Richards Compton, of New 
York, instructor in the New York Nor- 
mal School of Physical Education, is in 
the city and has through hér informal 
talks on the subject of physical culture 
greatly increased interest. here in it. 

“Though many realize the importance 
of pure air and proper ventilation, véry 
few give evidence of the fact that they 
fully appreciate the value of tH€@ proper 
use of the lungs,’’ writes Mrs. Compton 
in an interesting, article on physical cul- 
ture in The Al est of August. “If they 
did women would discard the corset and 
all breathing restrictions as quickly as 
they would snatch from their bodies the 
coil of a deadly serpent. Not only does 
full, deep breathing produce health and 
beauty and prevent disease, but it alone 
cures many diseases. No gymnastics are 
more important than breathing exer- 
cises. 

“When we closely study the subject it 
seems that correct carriage of the body 
is of equal importance with the requisites 
above mentioned. Dr. Latson states that 
in the examination of several thousand 
cases he found less than 1 per cent of 
normal figures; and _ that i. ninety- 
nine out of every hundred i peo- 
ple have curvature of the spine. 
The majority of such cases result 
from bad carriage. The carriage either 
makes or mars perfection of form, great- 
ly affects the whole nervous system, the 
circulation, digestion, stoutness or lean- 
ness, and, in fact has great influence upon 
the character. Hang your head, let the 
chest fall forward, extend the abdomen 
forward and press the ribs against it, let 
your arms fall limply forward, loosen the 
joints of your knees and rest the weight 
of the body on one leg, and I assure you 
if you will retain this graceful (7?) and 
commanding (7?) posture for about two 
and a half minutes you can easily feel 
yourself a ‘nobody,’ an outcast or one 
bereft of your last friend. 

“Then raise your head and chest well 
up, let your arms fall naturally, extend 
the hips back, poise the weight of the 
body upon the balls of the feet, feel sure 
of your balance, ur.,...en your face, take 
a deep inhalation of the elixir of life, 
without lung restriction) and you will 
fee] like exclaiming, ‘The world is mine!’ 

“Nothing gives such a feeling of inde- 
pendence,. of, command, of self-mastery 
as correct poise and carriagé. 

“Of inestimable vajue is exercise of the 
right’ kind, taken in the right way at the 
right time. The usual cry is, ‘I have no 
time to go for a walk or a ride, I have 
not time to go to @ gymnasium for syste- 
matic exercise, I have not time to exercise 
when I awake in the morning, and it is 
too late or I am too tired to do so before 
I retire at night.’ 

“We imagine that we have not time for 
needful. exercise; but we certainly take 
time to be sick, to have nervous pros-

TAX VALUES ARE 
STILL INCREASING 


Seventeen More Counties Show Gain of 
$2,322,646. 


TOTAL GAIN NOW $7,101,004 


Floyd County Shows Biggest Slump 
of Any Reportirg. 


DECREASE IN THAT COUNTY $200,975 


Polk County Makes Fine Showing 
and South Georgia Is Still 
at the Front. 


Seventeen more counties added increases 
to the tax returns of the state yesterday, 
and the total of increases was run up by 
$2,225,000. 

Sixty-four counties which have reported 
up to date show increases in the tax- 
able property of the ‘state amounting to a 
total of $7,101,004, while ten counties show 
a total decrease of $333,918. 

Just about half the counties have fre- 
ported so far, and none of the big ones 
have been heard from. It may be con- 
cluded from these figures thefefore, that 
the total increase in Georgia's taxable 
property will bs somewhere bétween $15,- 
000,000 and $20,000,000, while the increase in 
railroad and other corporations taxes 
will, no doubt, bring the total fully up to 
the latter figure, if not beyond it.

Street Committee Favors Lumber Com- 
pany’s Petition. 


RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED 


Goldsmith Wants Building Readjust- 
ed To Méet New Conditions. 


NO MONEY TO OPEN THOROUGHFARES 


Piedmont Hotel Can Have Bay Win- 
dows All the Way Up from the 
Third Floor. 


If the recommendation of the streets 
committee is adopted by council next 
Monday afternoon, the Woodward Lum- 
ber Company will have authority to close 
that part of Benjamin street between 
Glenn and Bluff streets, but the com- 
pany at the same time must open up a 
néw street along the east side of its prop- 
erty between Bluff and Wells streets. 

The following resolution regarding this 
change was adopted by the streets com- 
mittee during a meetirg yesterday after- 
noon: : 

Be it resolved by the mayor and general 
council, That the Woodward Lumber Com- 
pany be allowed to inclose that portion of 
Benjamin street. betwe:n Glenn and Bluff 
Streets in consideration that safd company 
will open a street at and along the east side 
of their property between Bluff and Wells 
streets, said new street to be same width as 
Benjamin street, and to be graded and brought 
tc a condition suitable for travel, equal to that 
now on that portion of Benjamin street herein 
allowed to be closed. This work to be done 
by the Woodward Lumber Company. Said 
city assumes no Ilability on account of said 
closing above provided for, same to be assumed 
by the said Woodward Lumber Company. 

The lumber company owns the property 
on toth sides of that one block cf Benja- 
min street, and at first desired _permis- 
sion to continue a spur-track across that 
street to the lumber yard on the other 
side. The company’s plant is located in 
the seventh ward on the right of way 
of the Atlant& and West Point railroad. 

J. W. Goldsmith appeared before the 
committee to ask that the city re-adjust 
the entrance to his property at No. 17 
Peachtree street. He said the erection of 
the viaduct would practically close the 
entrance to the building tinless some ad- 
justment was made. He stated he was 
not asking for damages, but only wished 
the city to put bis property in the shape 
it was before the erection of the viaduct. 
He estimated that the work would cost 
about $1,000. 

Will Submit Estimates. 


Alderman Harvey Johnson at first ope 
posed a favoralkle report on Mr. Golde 
smith’s application, on the ground that 
it might prove an undesirable precedent, 
and because he thought that Mr. Gold- 
smith’s property i: stead of being dam- 
aged, would be benefited, on eccount of 
the building of the viaduct. Later, how- 
ever, he agreed that the matter should 
go over until the next meeting of the 
committee, Mr. Goldsmith and the city 
engineer in the meantime to investigate 
the cost of the desired change, and he nre- 
pared to submit a detailed estimate. 

The committee favored the petition of 
the owners of the new Piedmont hotel 
for permission to put in bay windows in 
the hotel, beginning at the third floor and 
con-inuing upward. The members of thé 
comimittee also vuted to allow B. C. 
Peters to build a balcony to the building 
at the corner of Hemphill and North 
dvenues. 

No action was taken on the proposition 
of G. 8. Lowndes to give the city the 
right of Way for a new street near the 
machine shops of the water works dopart- 
ment «cn Hemphill avenue, other than to 
hold it up until the first of next year. 
The committee has ro money with which 
to grade and pave the street, and conse- 
quently could not accept it. Alderman 
Johnson, however, agreed to introduce tha 
paper in January, and sssured Mr. 
Lowndes and Mr. Peters, who were both 
present, that he hoped to see the new 
street opened. 

The members of the streets committee 
will meet this morning at 9 o'clock, and 
in a body will visit a place on Rhodes 
street where, it is said, a stone wall has 
collapsed because city grading on that 
street had undermined it. The wall, it 
appears, was built @ number of years ago, 
and some of the committeemer tNught 
that possibly it had outlived its vsefulness 
and crumbled of old age. If this turns 
out to be a facet, the committee will 
not recommend that the city rebuild the 
wall.
